“What hugs me is trying to keep the paint 
job on my ’59 Chevy from going to pot. My 
car is starting to rust at the rocker panels, bot¬ 
toms of the posts between doors, and rear bot¬ 
tom corners of the back doors. At first I thought 
the rust was caused by water inside the doors , 
but now believe the water is accumulating in 
seams where the metal is folded over. Is there 
any way to stop this?” 

Robert Overfelt, Terre Haute. Ind. 

There is only one way to meet this problem 
—head on. Take the doors apart and have the 
inside metal sandblasted to remove most of the 
cancer. Coat these inside surfaces with rust¬ 
proof paint or sealer, since the sandblasted 
surface gives a good finish to hold paint. Give 
the outside the usual first-class primer and paint 
job. You’ll have the rust under control—for 
awhile, anvwav. 

“1 oivn, and love, a 55 Packard Patrician. 
The tappets are pounding, and a mechanic 
tells me hydraulic tappets cannot be adjusted. 
He says I'll have to install new ones. Is this 
true 

R. E. Bradshaw, Taunton, Mass. 

He’s right. Flush the engine out well, and 
run it for 100 miles or so to loosen up the dirt 
before you install new tappets. Change the oil 
and filter when the tappets have been changed. 


“My ’61 Rambler aluminum six has over¬ 
heated at sustained speeds of 65 to 70 ever 
since it was new. No dealer has been able 
to cure this. I have replaced pressure caps , 
thermostats, temperature gauges, fan belts, and 
hoses. Timing has been checked and the radi¬ 
ator rodded.”

This is a common fault of aluminum engines. 
Your procedure was correct, up to a point. If 
the radiator has been rodded properly, flush 
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the hi ock thorcnmlilv, (Manv of these alunii- 
mim engines are literally disintegrating inside 
the water passages.) Have yours cheeked for 
internal leaks. Next, put in a good chemical 
neutralizer. If you still have heating problems, 
cheek with Rambler for a higher-pitch fan and 
bigger radiator. 


"/ have a ’64 Corvette with a 365-hp. en¬ 
gine, four speeds, and 4.11 axle. The distribu¬ 
tor is set up with a slight curve. It performs 
beautifully in the higher range, but starting 
out from a light it hesitates and spits for a fete 
seconds. The only way l can prevent this is to 
slip the clutch or rev up to 2,500 or 3,000 
and pop the clutch. Everybody who checks 
the car fells me the cam is the problem. This 
only happens when the engine is very hot

Your engine is hungry. When cold, the auto¬ 
matic choke gives you a mixture that is rich 
enough. When the engine warms up and the 
fuel mixture leans out with the low throat 
velocity associated with wild cams at low r.p.m., 
your trouble is horn. Stick with the Corvette 
advance curve for that engine, and have the 
accelerator svstem set richer. Make sure vour

plugs are in good shape and that they are 
gapped on the high side. 


“My 62 Dodge Polara has a slight shimmy 
at around 35 m.p.h. that feels as though a 
wheel might be out of line. But I've had the 
wheels aligned twice, the frame checked, and 
the engine tuned. What's the next step?”

Chock all your wheels for runout—or being 
bent. Have the tires trued up on a tire-trueing 
machine, then rebalance all four wheels. If 
your car’s front end is set right—make sure of 
that—that mysterious and annoying shimmy 
should disappear.

First, bigger 
tires; second, higher-ratio ring and pinion 
gears; third (though I don't recommend it), 
i give the engine the lint-rod treatment. 

“Even with heavy-duty front shocks , coil- 
spring boosters, and rear-leaf-spring helpers, 
my ’64 Ford Fair lane remains a poor handler. 
How about the police kit, a rear sway bar, or 
some other remedy?”

The police kit would help a lot. Also drop 
the car about an inch and put on better than 
original-equipment tires. A rear sway bar will 
help, but this is a chassis engineer's job—decid¬ 
ing on the right size and getting it in right. If 
you do all these things, you’ll have better han¬ 
dling, but a rough ride.

“Does it use more gas to use the engine as a 
brake, as compared with depressing the brake 
pedal? Also, the brakes on our I960 Plymouth 
wagon squeak and get hot. Four rear rims have 
• split. Any ideas for improvement?” 

John Lansing, Ontario, Calif. 

You could save a little gas by throwing the 
clutch out, but it’s dangerous and wears out 
brakes rapidly. The savings would depend on 
the kind of country you live in, but they 
1 wouldn’t be much. Brake squeak is usually 
caused by linings being hard or contaminated, 
or drums being out of round, or an improper 
adjustment. Also, the brake springs may have 
improper tension. Bent backing plates can cause 
squeal. You can cure the split-rim problem 
(which I suspect is from carrying more than 
average weight) by replacing with later-model 
heavy-duty police-type wheels. Holman-Moody, 
Charlotte, N. C. s makes them, or they can be 
ordered from Sears, Roebuck. 

“I would like to install a four-barrel Rochester 
carb in my ’65 Dodge Coronet 500, with a 318- 
inch V-5 and TorqueFlite. Would an adapter 
be necessary? The car has a 2.76:1 gear ratio. 
Would the increased power have an adverse 
effect on the drive train?” 

Glenn Strauss, Stamford, Conn. 

Bettor stick to what the engineers have worked 
out for manifold or carb changes on this car. 
Chrysler makes a manifold combination for a 
specified four-barrel carb to fit this engine. Any 
untested combination could give you trouble. 
I don’t believe the extra power will hurt your 

gear train.

Is it 
flexing? Do you have four good truck shocks 
on? Have you changed the spring ratio front to 
rear? Do you have a good set of proper-size 
tires at recommended pressure? This problem 
starts with the front or rear axle trying to steer 
the truck while you try to hold it straight. 

“We have a 1963 Rambler wagon with 73,500 
miles on it. When I press down on the gas 
pedal it feels just as though someone has 
grabbed the entire automobile to hold it back. 
What can 1 do to regain some power? 11

Your car might very well need a general over¬ 
haul at this mileage. Have a good shop put an 
analyzer on it and check it out. If the compres¬ 
sion checks out okay, then a major tuneup is 
called for. Be sure to check the cam timing. At 
that mileage it is possible to have a late-ninning 
camshaft to complicate your troubles.

Last-minute news and notes to keep you up-to-date

A breakthrough in tire design for jet aircraft 
may eventually result in new super-durable tires 
for cars and other vehicles. Currently, aircraft 
tires use two or more beads around which a non- 
continuous tire reinforcement is clinched or 
bound. New filament-wound tires, designed by 
T. J. Reinhart of the Air Force Materials Lab¬ 
oratory, eliminate the bead in favor of continu¬ 
ous reinforcement in the form of a nylon- 
reinforced plastic tape. Cross sections of the 
tape are wound over a mandrel, and the tire is 
then completed with standard rubber com¬ 
pounds. The new tires last longer at higher 
temperatures and pressures than the bead type, 
and cost less to make. Eventually, glass or metal 
filaments and high-temperature-resistant plastics 
may replace the nylon material. 

A frictionless bearing for a spindle that makes 
a million revolutions a minute has been designed 
as part of a new nylon-yarn manufacturing ma¬ 
chine. The bearing consists simply of a magnetic 
field that holds the spindle in midair, supporting 
it at top and bottom while it is driven in the cen¬ 
ter by a drive belt. The purpose of the spindle, 
designed by Klinger Manufacturing, is to put 
crimp twisting into the yarn. 

Blood donors can now give up to 27 gallons 
of blood a year—that is, if a special procedure 
called plasmapheresis is used. Actually, the do¬ 
nor gives only his blood plasma, which is spun 
off in a centrifuge; the remaining red cells are 
then returned to his blood stream. University 
of Michigan researchers recently reported that 
the technique, which was proposed 50 years ago, 
is safe and effective, and that the presumed 
hazards—protein depletion, anemia, and other 
blood disorders—never developed. Plasmaphere¬ 
sis will allow blood-transfusion services to fur¬ 
nish large amounts of plasma with a limited 
number of donors. 

Hypersonic passenger planes that travel at six 
times the speed of sound or faster may be prac¬ 
tical if they’re designed to refine their own fuel 
as they fly. At such speeds, the craft would be 
subject to tremendous skin heating—so much so 
that disposing of the heat poses a serious prob¬ 
lem. According to Dr. A. C. Nixon, A, W. 
Richie, and Dr. H, T. Henderson of the Shell 
Development Co.’s research center, the heat en¬ 
ergy might be gotten rid of by using it to convert 


a coolant such as methcyclohexane into a gas; 
more heat would then break down the gas into 
toluene and hydrogen, which would be used 
as fuel for the plane's engines. 

Fiberglass window screening makes excellent 
water filters for turning treated sewage into pure 
water, according to Dr. Karl L. Schulze of Mich¬ 
igan State University. The reason for the screen¬ 
ing’s amazing effectiveness is that it makes an 
ideal environment for the growth of huge num¬ 
bers of microorganisms—bacteria, algae, proto¬ 
zoa, and worms—which consume pollutants in 
the water. Blocks of plastic foam have also been 
used in the research. 


An incredibly efficient light bulb being made by 
GE produces six times as much light per watt 
of power as an ordinary incandescent bulb, has 
a rated life of 6,000 hours, and gives off a warm, 
golden-white light. The new lights, called Luea- 
lox after the ceramic material which makes them 
possible, will be first used for industrial and 
commercial lighting indoors and out; later on, 
smaller versions will be used in offices, schools, 
and possibly in the home. The unique Lucalox 
ceramic—a white translucent substance with 
good light-spreading qualities—is very strong, 
and capable of withstanding extremely high 
temperatures. It's formed into a tube resembling 
a king-size cigarette. Sodium is condensed on 
the inside walls, and an electrical wire runs into 
each end. When the current is turned on, the 
sodium vaporizes and conducts electricity in an 
extremely bright, hot arc, 

You might lose your driver's license if you had 

to pass the tough tests given Army drivers, ac¬ 
cording to the Highway Research Board. The 
Board, in a book of reports on driver character¬ 
istics, said 25 percent of present drivers—some 
23 million—would be yanked off the road under 
the tests, and “screams would be heard in every 
state capital.” Since now only the worst drivers 
are eliminated, the Board is examining accidents 
in the hope of finding new ways to safety-engi¬ 
neer vehicles, roads, and traffic. 


Radiation-damaged solar cells, one of the big¬ 
gest bugaboos of long-lived communications 
satellites, can now be “fixed”—at least several 
times. The cure, discovered by Dr. P. H. Fang 
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[Continued t 

of Goddard Space Flight Center, consists of 
simply exposing damaged silicon cells to high 
temperatures (734 decrees F.) for about 15 min¬ 
utes. Conceivably, a solar-heating arrangement 
could be incorporated in future satellites to take 
advantage of the new repair technique. Already 
investigating the possibility is Dr. K. II. Sun of 
Westinghouse, who is experimenting with a 
Fresnel burning lens—a lightweight, thin, flat 
plate—which might be incorporated in satellites 
to scan the cells automatically on signal from 
earth. 


Ultrasonic “carburetors” may make cars run 
more smoothly with much better gas mileage 
than with the conventional type. In research 
conducted by England’s College of Aeronautics, 
a quartz crystal attached to a small platform was 
made to oscillate at an ultrasonic frequency. A 
jet of gasoline was squirted onto the platform, 
resulting in a cloud of vaporized fuel. Excellent 
mixing of fuel and air was achieved with the 
method, along with a gasoline savings—in tests 
with a ear engine—of up to 18 percent. 


An electronic photoflash unit 80 times more 
powerful than the usual photographer’s flash 
may replace airborne flares used by Army sur¬ 
veillance aircraft to spot locations of enemy 
troops and installations. The electronic flash, 
made* by Chicago Aerial Industries, Inc., can 
flash three times a second, and will provide 
enough light to take photos of the ground from 
an altitude of 2,000 feet. It is currently under- 
going tests at the Army’s Electronic Proving 
Ground, Fort Huachuea, Ariz. 


The basic building blocks of life— complex or¬ 
ganic compounds—form almost spontaneously in 
meteorites, and it is likely that the earth anti 
other planets started their existence with a rich 
store of organic material from which life could 
develop. These conclusions were reached by 
Martin H. Studier, Ryoichi Hayatsu, and Ed¬ 
ward Anders of the University of Chicago, who 
recently found that at a temperature of about 
581 degrees F., the proper proportions of hydro¬ 
gen, oxygen, and carbon will spontaneously form 
complex organic compounds in the presence of 
a metallic catalyst such as meteorite iron. What 
this means is that the formation of these com¬ 
pounds is inevitable rather than accidental 
whenever hot cosmic gases—the stuff from which 
meteorites were formed—begins to cool. The 
process is similar to that which produced syn¬ 
thetic gasoline for Germany in World War II.

The mystery of strange animal tracks and bur¬ 
row's on the ocean floor, for many years a puzzle 
to scientists, has finally been solved.

A pho¬ 
tograph of such a worm was actually taken 
during a recent deep-sea expedition, according 
to Bruce C. Heezen of Columbia University, 
and Donald W, Bourne of Cambridge {Eng¬ 
land). This was the first record of an acorn 
worm since the English oceanographic ship 
Challenger dredged up three damaged speci¬ 
mens in 1873. 

How strong is your skin? Automotive safety 
engineers Charles W. Gadd and Fred J, Peterson 
of General Motors, and Dr. W. A. Lange of 
Wayne State University College of Medicine, 
recently reported how they used a penetrometer 
—a small hand-operated device similar to an 
office stapler—in studies to determine the resis¬ 
tance of skin to injury from dashboard impact in 
an auto accident. The researchers found that 
skin has more penetration resistance, flexibility, 
cohesive strength, and resistance to sharp-edge 
cutting than many plastic materials, and that 
the only organic materials that can equal it are 
certain soft leathers such as goatskin, 

"Stereo sound" for persons with one good ear 
can be provided by an unusual hearing aid de¬ 
vised by Earl R. Harford of Northwestern Uni¬ 
versity. A standard hearing aid is modified to 
place the microphone next to the defective ear, 
and the sound is transmitted across the head to 
the good ear. The device lets the wearer hear 
all sounds of speech frequency range in a 360- 
degree radius around the head, and helps him 
pinpoint the source.

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Detroit Report... 

WATCH FOR AN OVERHEAD~CAM V-8 FROM CADILLAC. The test program 
on a new V-8 with one overhead camshaft per bank has 
progressed so far that about 100 of these units are now 
running around in company cars, looking-on the outside¬ 
like perfectly normal 1966 Cadillacs. The division's 
plans regarding production are still vague, but apparently 
the factory can produce the OHC V-8 without difficulty 
in the existing facilities. 


Ford's hot Mustangs have been worrying many 
of Chrysler-Plymouth Division’s engineers and 
executives. Plymouth will shortly announce a 
Barracuda 650 LM with a 318-cu.-in., high-com¬ 
pression V-8 fitted with four two-barrel down- 
draft Weber carburetors. The 650 LM will also 
boast special suspension and tires to make the 
car suitable for road racing (events sanctioned 
by the Sports Car Club of America). 

120 miles per hour can be maintained for ex¬ 
tended periods with the new Silvertown SC 
(Speed Certified) tire, according to B. F. Good¬ 
rich spokesmen. The SC tire is made with two-ply 
nylon construction to reduce heat generation, but 
has conventional cross-bias plies. The tread has 
rounded shoulders, which provide smoother track¬ 
ing on curves. The Mustang version (6.95-by-14) 
features dual red lines on the sidewall, while the 
7.75-by-14 tire intended for Olds’ 4-4-2 and 
Pontiac’s GTO is identified by a single red line. 

The experimental Mustang I (central-engined 
V-4 two-seater) may not be buried. Ford has 
recently been toying with the use of expanded 
Royalite plastic for use in a one-piece sports-car 
body. Ford may be planning a small two-seater 
to compete with the rumored Pontiac, or they 
may be interested in a vehicle to steal sales from 
the Corvette, whose 1965 production approached 
25,000 units. 

Your next car may have colored chrome. Both 

Ford and Chrysler have approved the Corillium 
process of color-chrome plating for future models. 
The first applications are likely to be safety- 
oriented, such as black chrome windshield-wiper 
arms (to prevent glare) and side-view mirrors. 
Other colors covered by the Corillium patents 
are blue, blue-gray, and gold. Corillium colors 
may be applied to any surface on which standard 
chrome can be plated. In addition, they may be 
plated on top of conventional chrome, on stain¬ 
less steel, and on certain aluminum alloys. 


The chain drive in the Toronado’s transmission 
is built to last the life of the car, according to 
Morse (the Borg-Warner branch that makes it). 
The two-inch-wide chain was developed in close 
cooperation with both HydraMatic Division and 
Oldsmobile. Morse developed new steels, dies, 
and heat-treating methods. The chain, which 
runs without a tensioner, is nearly four feet long 
and has 2,294 parts. Some links are the size of 
shirt buttons, and pins and rockers are no bigger 
than matchsticks. Tolerances on some parts are 
as close as 1/10,000 inch. A rolling action was 
designed into the chain to reduce friction losses, 
heat build-up, wear, and noise. The chain runs 
at speeds up to two miles a minute (120 m.p.h.). 

Ford will not race at Indy in ’66, but that does 
not mean that Ford engines won’t be available. 
The four-overhead-cam Ford V-8 will be built 
and distributed by Meyer & Drake, who used to 
make the Offenhauser engine. In addition, Ford 
of England has entrusted $280,000 to Cotsworth 
for the design and development of a Grand Prix 
engine that Ford will sell exclusively to Lotus. 
This will probably be a three-liter V-8, which 
may be suitable for Indy when the three-liter 
limit goes into effect in 1968. 

Carroll Shelby and Dan Gurney have linked up 
to produce cars for both Indy and Grand Prix 
racing. Both teams will run as All American 
Racers, and the cars are designed by Len Terry 
(formerly a Lotus engineer). We hear they'll use 
Ford V-8s at Indy, while a three-liter V-12 is 
now being designed in England by Harry Wes- 
lake (who developed Jaguar’s cylinder head) for 
Grand Prix racing. A two-cylinder research en¬ 
gine with four valves per cylinder and fuel in¬ 
jection puts out 56 hp. at 10,400 r.p.m., so we 
can expect at least 500 hp. from the V-12.

IS FRONT-WHEEL DRIVE 
FOR Y00?

■ have just returned from a 10,000-mile circuit around the United 
States in the first front-drive car produced on tins side of the At¬ 
lantic in over a quarter of a century. You first heard of the car 
when we gave you a sneak preview of it in Popular Science last 
April. Now we bring von the first real test of the Toronado: the 
equivalent of a whole year’s driving. 
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San Francisco. "Climbing those no¬ 
torious hills, I wished for a shorter 
hood on the car to give better 
visibility when topping the crests.”

My trip took me on every kind of road and 
through all driving conditions an American 
motorist is apt to encounter—from slippery, 
snow-covered slopes and winding mountain 
roads to high-speed six-lane superhighways; 
from the desolate isolation of the Western 
deserts to the hysterical big-city traffic of New 
York, San Francisco, and Los Angeles. 

Now I’m ready to help you answer the big 
question about the most talked-about car to 
hit the American highways in recent history. 

The arguments favoring front-wheel drive 
are many, but the most compelling is simply 
this: With all the machinery—engine, trans¬ 
mission, drive shafts, differential—under the 
hood, there is more useful room for people and 
luggage. But there are knotty engineering 
problems to be solved. How well have the 
Olds engineers succeeded? 

When my wife and I took off in the Toronado 
early one morning last fall, we were prepared 
for just about any thing the trip might bring— 
except one. From past experience with PS 
10,000-mile test drives, I expected to get some 
attention along the way, but we were aston¬ 
ished by the sensation we caused. Heads 
swiveled in every passing car. Our stops, even 
in the smallest villages, turned into mob scenes. 

“Flies to molasses.” The first night out we 
got a taste of what was to come at every over¬ 
night stop. We parked the car in front of our 
motel on the Canadian side at Niagara Falls. 
All night long (and I do mean all night) the 
Toronado had a constant stream of visitors. 
About four a.m. I heard the hood being opened. 
Peering sleepily through the curtains I saw six 
young men standing around the car in various 
attitudes of earnest inquiry. 

Then there was the practically deserted cross¬ 
roads cafe in the emptiness of eastern Oregon. 
There was no one in sight when we pulled in 
for supper. After placing my order I wandered 
out to stretch my legs. Like flies swarming to 
a fresh drip of molasses, a crowd had gathered. 
A beautifully restored Model A ground to a 
halt behind the Toronado just as 1 walked up. 

“You driving that?” asked the man at the 
wheel. I nodded. “Mind unlocking it so I can 
see the inside?” Slipping behind the wheel, he 
went on, “I’ve bought one of these, but this is 
the first one IVe actually seen. Dealer promises 
I’ll get mine next week.” 

And there was Route 40 a few miles west of 
Albuquerque. I was rolling along at a legal 70 
when my attention was drawn to the rear-view 
mirror by a pair of flashing amber lights. A 
highway patrol car, close on my tail, was signal-

mg me to pull over. The officer asked to 
see my driver’s license. He scarcely glanced 
at it, then broke into a big grin. 

“I apologize, sir,” he said, “for delaying 
you. But my curiosity got the better of me 
and I just had to have a closer look at this 
car. Tell me about it.” 

Now you begin to get some idea of the 
impact of this car on our car-minded pub¬ 
lic. I talked to hundreds on my trip and 
they were all loaded with questions. Among 
the most-often-asked you’ll probably find 
the ones you want answered. 

There was a note ot anxiety underlying 
many of the questions: Do I have to learn 
to drive all over again in a car with power 
on the front wheels? Will those automatic 
responses to minor handling emergencies 
that I have learned from years of driving 
conventional cars get me into trouble? 

Here’s what I found when I deliberately 
tried to provoke misbehavior: 

No sweat. There were Routes 14 and 16 
through the Big Horn mountains in north¬ 
ern Wyoming—often narrow, precipitous 
roads with enough hairpin turns and switch- 
backs to dismay a mountain goat. No 
sweat. There was State Road 22 over 
Teton Pass going out of Jackson Hole into 
Idaho. Construction crews were busv trv- 

r * 

ing to make the route acceptable for mod¬ 
ern cars, but we found the old road an 
exciting challenge. By this time I had 
gained so much confidence in the car that 
my palms weren’t even moist when we 


stormed around a bend with nothing but 
clear mountain air between the shoulder 
of the road and a sheer 1,000-foot drop. 

There was Route 1, the coast road in 
California, a scenic delight that keeps your 
steering wheel in motion as ceaseless as the 
Pacific rollers pounding the base of the 
cliffs the road clings to. There was a par¬ 
ticularly lively 13-mile passage on North 
Carolina State Road 80 that staggers down 
out of the Blue Ridge Mountains at Buck 
Creek Gap. My wife got seasick, but the 
Toronado took those back-to-back, 180- 
degree S-bends with the surefooted arro¬ 
gance of a Siamese cat. 

In short, you can lay that bogey of un¬ 
certain handling to rest. There are no 
unpleasant surprises in the way the car 
behaves under stress. 

Is steering a problem? Many of my 
questioners asked first about the steering. 
Is it hard to steer? Sluggish in response? 
Numb? A different feel? Do the front 
wheels tend to plow in a hard turn? These 
are good questions and no doubt are in¬ 
spired by sad experience with nose-heavy 
conventional cars. 

First off, let’s understand that for a car 
with this much weight on the front wheels, 
power steering is an absolute must. So 
the steering effort you exert can be as 
much or as little as the designer chooses 
to make it. But there is a lot more than 
just brute-force power steering in Olds’ 
solution to the problem.

The trunk looks small, but it took all the gear need¬ 
ed for a 30-day trip—including a tent, two sleeping 
bags, four suitcases, water jugs, toolbox, briefcase, 
and many miscellaneous packages.

Somehow they have managed to achieve 
a more precise feel of proportional control 
and more accurate self-centering than any 
lower steering I have driven. And they 
lave wisely chosen a fast ratio—3.4 turns 
lock-to-lock compared with almost five 
turns typical on many American cars. The 
car has good road sense, but almost no 
road shock or vibration reaches the steering 
wheel. The power throb you felt in the 
wheel of the Cord, and many European 
front-wheel-drive cars, when you cramped 
the wheels in a hard turn, just isn’t there. 

And another traditional quirk of front- 
wheel drive is absent, too. Every one I’ve 
ever driven, including my old Cord, tended 
to change course in a turn if you accelerated 
or decelerated. By clever juggling of the 
front-end geometery. Olds engineers prac¬ 
tically eliminated this disconcerting little 
behavior flaw that had long been thought 
inherent in front-wheel drives. 

How about traction—especially uphill? 
Will it go in snow? I had a particular in¬ 
terest in this question myself. I chased 
snow all over the country—missed it bv two 

* V 

days in Yellowstone and again in Flagstaff. 
All I could find was far up the slopes of 
San Francisco Mountain 20 miles north of 
Flagstaff. It wasn’t on a road, but covered 
the cleared area under the chair lift above 
the ski lodge. With the ski-lodge owner’s 
permission, I pointed Toro’s nose skyward. 
Under the thawing snow was soft, recently 
bulldozed earth. A worker from the lodge 
was with me. When we topped the first 
steep incline, he said, “We drive up here 
in our pickup, and we have to shift into 
four-wheel drive for that spot.” 

I went several hundred vards farther, but 
the muck was getting too deep and I 
backed down. It was not a really fair test, 
but I satisfied myself that the Toronado 
had astonishing climbing ability on slippery 
surfaces. Now I was convinced that it 
wasn’t trick photography in that movie the 
Oklsmobile people show of a Toronado 
romping easily up a snow-covered 27-per- 
cent grade. 

My questioners always got around to 
asking about tire wear. Does powering the 
steered wheels chew up tires at an excessive 
rate? Before leaving New York, I mea¬ 
sured tread depth of all four tires—11/32 
inch. Although the manual says to cross-

when touched by the belt’s highly concen¬ 
trated peroxide fuel.

Thunderbolts prize piece of gadgetry is 
a $300,000, 64-foot hydrofoil yacht. It be¬ 
longs to 007 s enemies—SPECTRE—a sinis¬ 
ter gang of international criminals that has 
hijacked two H-bombs from NATO. They’re 
holding the bombs for $300 million in ran¬ 
som. If the Allies don’t pay off, SPECTRE 
threatens to wipe out two Western cities. 

SPECTRE (Special Executive for Coun¬ 
terintelligence, Terrorism, Revenge, and Ex¬ 
tortion) is led by Emilio Largo from the 
hydrofoil floating fortress called the Disco 
Volante. 

The come-apart boat. Thunderbolts pro¬ 
duction designer, Ken Adams, couldn’t find 
a hydrofoil imposing enough for the wide¬ 
screen Panavision film, so he decided to 


build a cocoon aft on a 60-footer, nearly 
doubling the vessel’s length to an overall 
110 feet. This permits the film makers to 
add an exciting fillip. The cocoon can be 
jettisoned at the touch of a button, allow¬ 
ing the hydrofoil to zoom off at full speed. 

The hydrofoil has a 1,320-hp. Mercedes- 
Benz diesel and can hit a top speed of 
about 40 knots. But Adams can improve on 
that—by filming it at one-third normal cam¬ 
era speed. Normal projection speed makes 
the Disco Volante appear to do over 100 
knots. The hydrofoil is also the mother ship 
for a two-man sub and eight sea tows—one- 
man, powered underwater sleds. 

Jordan Klein, a top expert in the art of 
undersea movie making, designed the sub. 
It’s supposed to transport the hijacked 
H-bombs to targets selected by SPECTRE 
if NATO doesn’t cough up the ransom. 

The 18-foot sub weighs 3,880 pounds 
and has negative buoyancy, It is powered

need a car if you want to get in this game. 

You have a navigator who computes for 
you, and you are forever trying to figure 
out vour time-speed-distance, and you are 
foi ever looking for things like “Horseshoe 
Over White Garage Door” (a clue to the 
Rally Route as described in the Sheets of 
Instructions), and not finding it, and your 
wife—who in this case is your navigator—is 
forever wailing, “Now we re lost, now we 
are really lost; well never finish!” And 
that’s rallying. 

A man comes by our car. He is a rallyist 
and lie is grinning. 

“Car 54, Where Are You?” he chuckles. 

I get out of my car to confirm it. Yup. 
that’s our number, 54. Or mavbe von don’t 
watch the TV reruns. 

Let me explain about the rally. There are 
all these cars, see—88 of them. Although 
only half of them are sports cars, the event is 
sanctioned by The Sports Car Club of Amer¬ 
ica, and it is very official. There are four main 
classes: Equipped, Unequipped, Novice, and 
SOP. The Equipped entries are loaded down 
with enough gear to go into orbit, and so are 
the Unequipped, and the only difference be¬ 
tween the Equipped and the Unequipped— 
and honestly, now, I’m not kidding—is that 
the Unequipped don’t carry a computer. 

The Novice class consists of people who 
have never won anything. My wife and I 
are SOPs, which means Seat of Pants, which 
means not onlv that we have never won any- 
thing, but that we haven’t the vaguest idea 
of what we re doing.

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tation consists of a speedometer and a wrist- 
watch.

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What Happens to a 

Descending tike a meteor, the spent first 
stage of a missile or space vehicle provides 
spectacular fireworks—and an interesting look 
at the phenomena of high-speed re-entry 

By Dr. Wernher von Braun

Viewed at night, the burn-up of a rocket 
missile’s booster is a spectacular sight. And 
the man-made shooting star offers observers 
an unusual chance to study the phenomena 
of high-speed re-entry, newly important in 
this space age. 

What happens to a spent booster is an 
interesting and revealing story. It has many 
different versions, because of the widely 
varying velocities at which the re-entry of 
rocket boosters takes place. 

To the best of my knowledge, the U.S. 
Army’s 200-mile Redstone ballistic rocket 
was the first missile ever to feature separa¬ 
tion of the booster from the warhead in 
flight. For shorter-range missiles, that would 
be an unnecessary complication and would 
risk dropping spent stages on friendly 
troops. Even the German 200-mile V-2 hol¬ 
istic rocket had no provision for booster 
separation; its resulting simplification was 
bought at the price of a rather heavy steel 
hull for the entire missile, to enable it to 
withstand the substantial pressure and heat 
that it encountered during re-entry. 

A Redstone booster’s story. The booster 
of the Redstone separates as the boost 
phase ends and unpowered flight in a hol¬ 
istic trajectory begins. At power cut-off, 
a Redstone going for maximum range is 
speeding at about 3,500 m.p.h., has an 
angle of elevation of some 40 degrees, and 
has reached about 25-mile altitude. 

Under these conditions, aerodynamic drag 
on the spent and detached booster is quite 
small, and it becomes totally negligible in 
about 10 seconds’ more climbing. The 
booster tumbles slowly—at a rate depending

on the lack of symmetry of the kick at sep- 
aration—as it trails the payload up to the 
60-mile-high top of the parabola-shaped 
trajectory, and then back toward earth. 

Some 20 miles short of the 200-mile tar¬ 
get, the Redstone’s warhead, and the tum¬ 
bling booster trailing a few hundred feet 
behind, re-enter the denser layers of the 
atmosphere. The warhead’s nose is kept 
pointing in the direction of the flight path 
by a jet-nozzle attitude-control system. 
Streamlined, arrow-stable, and thus plung¬ 
ing rapidly, the heavy warhead is precisely 
guided to the target by its inertial-guidance 
system, which acts on a set of movable air 
vanes in the warhead’s tail. 

In contrast, the empty booster, light¬ 
weight and tumbling, slows down fast. In 
less than a minute after re-entry begins, its

forward speed drops to zero, and its rate of 
descent to well below the speed of sound. 
Its eiid-over-end motion averts excessive 
aerodynamic heating of any particular spot, 
and the pressure left in the propellant tanks 
keeps them from collapsing under the con¬ 
siderable aerodynamic loads. Not weak 
enough to break up, the booster continues 
falling toward earth. 

The impact. The velocity of the booster 
at impact—on water, in missile-range firings 
—may vary between 200 and 400 feet per 
second (about 135 to 270 m.p.li.). How 
the booster will strike the water—endwise 
or broadside—is unpredictable, as it does 
not assume a steady position in falling. 

Boosters have often been found floating 
in the ocean after impact. W hile their pro¬ 
pellant tanks had not sprung a leak that 


would sink them, vital parts were so badly 
damaged that repair and re-use of the 
boosters was out of the question. 

Deploying a parachute before impact 
would be possible. And drop and seawater- 
submergence tests have demonstrated the 
possibility of re-using such elements as the 
rocket engine. Even so, it is not very like¬ 
ly that boosters recovered from the sea 
* 

will ever he an answer to our search for 
economical, re-usable boosters. Recovery 
and refurbishment of ocean-landed boosters 
would be costly and involved. More impor¬ 
tant. the reliability that can be expected of

IRBM boosters. For longer-range rocket 
missiles than Redstone, higher initial veloc¬ 
ities are required. Resulting re-entry speeds 
are likewise higher. An Intermediate Range 
ballistic Missile (IRBM) such as the U.S. 
Air Force’s 1,500-nauti cal-mile Thor or 
Jupiter has a re-entry velocity in the neigh¬ 
borhood of 15,000 feet per second (about 
10,000 m.p.h.). 

At such speeds, booster separation no 
longer is an option available to a designer 
who wants to gain a little extra missile 
range, but becomes a must. To survive the 
blazing high-speed re-entry, the warhead 
must be provided with a special heat shield. 
Extending this shield over the booster’s 
tankage would make it prohibitively heavy, 
and would be pointless, since it would not 
contribute one iota to effect on the target. 
Thor and Jupiter boosters were therefore 
detached at booster cutoff and permitted to 
bum up during re-entry. 

In 1958, to learn more about the phe¬ 
nomena of high-speed re-entry, the path of 
the descending Jupiter IRBM—then still ex¬ 
perimental—came under special study. Some 
50 miles uprange from the predicted impact 
point, a Navy-assigned destroyer provided 
a grandstand view, and cameras and a spec¬ 
trograph were trained upon the spectacle. 

Fireworks in the sky. Visible for about 
24 seconds, the meteor-like display percep¬ 
tibly illuminated the distant ship. The 
burning aluminum tankage of the booster 
produced, as expected, a brilliant streak 
across the night sky—many times brighter 
than the brightest star and, also, far more 
brilliant than the luminous trail of the war¬ 
head preceding it. 

Next morning, however, for all this celes¬ 
tial display, some innards of Jupiter boost¬ 
ers such as com pressed-nitrogen bottles and 
small electrical parts were found floating in 
the water. Analysis of these parts gave a 
blow-by-blow account of what happens 
when a re-entering booster burns up. 

At first, only (he booster’s outside is ex¬ 
posed to aerodynamic pressure and heating. 
It takes a while to break or bum up the 
external surfaces—made up of pressurized 
propellant tankage, and skin structures such 


as the guidance compartment and the tail 
structure around the rocket engine. Only 
then will the booster’s interior be exposed 
to the searing and blazing air stream. And 
small parts inside the hull may still be 
shielded from the blaze by additional pro¬ 
tective layers. 

Take, for instance, the armature of an 
electric motor within an aluminum “black 
box,” which may also hold other elements 
of the missile’s electrical system. The “black 
box” undergoes aerodynamic heating only 
after the surrounding guidance compart¬ 
ment is consumed—which will take much of 
the total time required to slow the disinte¬ 
grating vehicle. Heating and melting the 
aluminum “black box” takes more time—and 
so, in turn, does the destruction of the mo¬ 
tor casing that still shields the armature 
within it. So the armature may not be ex¬ 
posed to the onrushing air until the booster 
is moving too slowly for aerodynamic heat¬ 
ing to be effective—and may thus survive 
re-entry without damage. 

For boosters of space vehicles, the story 
is much like that of boosters of short- and 
intermediate-range missiles. Boosters of 
two or three stages hurl spacecraft into 
orbit or beyond—and the various stages 
drop off at velocities more or less compara¬ 
ble with Redstone and Jupiter separation 
speeds. One notable exception is the Atlas 
booster, in the configuration used for the 
Atlas-Mercury orbital flights. 

Atlas’ “engine staging." The Atlas rock¬ 
et does not xise “conventional” staging—in 
which complete rocket stages, including 
tanks and rocket engines, are dropped off 
to save weight. Instead, it uses “engine 
staging.” Two “booster” engines are dropped 
off during ascent, and the flight continues 
under the power of one “sustainer” engine 
fed from the same propellant tanks. Thus 
the re-entry phenomena that we have been 
discussing apply only to the detached 
“booster” engines. 

The Atlas’ entire tankage is carried into 
orbit. The orbits attained in Atlas-Mercury 
flights were only about 100 miles up, and 
decaved after two or three orbits. Since 
Atlas tankage is made of steel, its chance 
of surviving re-entry was much higher than 
that of the aluminum tankage used in most 
boosters. Parts of Atlas tankage stemming 
from Mercury flights have indeed been 
found in Latin America. . 00

It looked like the top third of an apricot. 
The sun had fallen below the horizon a few 
minutes before, and earth and Gulf were 
now in shadow. But that object in the sky 
still gleamed brightly. I assumed that the 
orange coloration came from the sun’s re¬ 
flection on a curved surface of metal or 
some similar substance, rather than from 
any light radiating from the critter’s inte¬ 
rior.

Are you up-to-date 
on UFOs? 

Almost 10,000 UFO sightings have 
been reported to the Air Force since 1947, 
when it set up Project Blue Book, the 
official U. S. agency that analyzes and 
evaluates flying-saucer reports. There have 
also been sightings unreported to the 
project. 

Not one has ever given any indication 
that it was a space vehicle under intelli¬ 
gent control, according to the Air Force, 
although the Air Force cannot account for 
the origin of many UFOs. 

Maj. Hector Quintanilla Jr., chief of 
the Project, says, "We have determined 
in the vast majority of cases what the 
stimulus of the sighting was—stars that 
seem to move, operational and experimen¬ 
tal aircraft, satellites, balloons, or just 
plain hoaxes.” But he concedes that the 
origin of at least 672 UFOs has not been 
accounted for. The Air Force has no rea¬ 
son to believe that any of the UFOs un¬ 
accounted for came from another planet. 

"There’s no question that the people 
who spot UFOs see something," says Dr.

J. Alien Hynek, chairman of Northwestern 
University's Dearborn Observatory and the 
Air Force’s chief scientific consultant on 
UFOs. “But the majority of cases we can't 
explain result from the fact that we don’t 
have anything tangible that can be measured 
scientifically.” 

“I’d like to see just one piece of a UFO,” 
Quintanilla says. His office at Wright-Pat- 
terson Air Force Base in Dayton, Ohio, has 
received all kinds of materials purporting to 
be pieces of flying saucers. But analysis of 
the samples has always shown them to be 
of earthly origin. 

“We’re certainly not trying to hold any¬ 
thing back,” Quintanilla says. “The Air 
Force would have a lot of technical knowl¬ 
edge to gain from examining a real UFO." 

UFOs are reported by people from all 
walks of life, “We accept every report as 
valid,” Quintanilla says, “unless there is 
evidence to substantiate a report as a hoax.” 

Eighty percent of the cases are easily 
solved. “We have ail the resources of the fed¬ 
eral government at our disposal and much 


of private industry also," Quintanilla says. 

One case still “bugs” Quintanilla. In the 
late afternoon of April 24, 1964, Patrolman 
Lonnie Zamora of Socorro, N.M., was chas¬ 
ing a speeding car on U.S. 85 when he heard 
an explosion. He immediately turned off 
the road and saw a white, egg-shaped ve¬ 
hicle, like a car standing on end. One or 
two men he believed to be occupants of the 
vehicle were standing alongside. 

Then smoke and flame began to spout 
from the bottom of the thing and Zamora 
ran behind his car to shield himself. The 
vehicle rose to about 20 feet, hovered for 
several seconds, and then flew off. There 
were no other witnesses, but Air Force in¬ 
vestigators found a great deal of physical 
evidence they could not explain—burnt vege¬ 
tation and indentations in the ground. 

Quintanilla thought the UFO might have 
been an experimental lunar-landing vehicle. 
“I've spent a lot of sleepless nights over 
that case,' 1 he says. “It has been well in¬ 
vestigated and analyzed by experts. But it's 
still a mystery."

Instant arrest by Univac 

New York’s police department is making arrests 
for traffic violations by computer.

They are 
matched instantly to a listing of those for which 
warrants are outstanding. In seconds the patrol 
car is notified, and the police wave the violator out 
of traffic and make the arrest. 

There’s room on the electronic memory drum for 
1 !.0,0(K) license numbers of stolen automobiles, 
scoff-laws who have ignored summonses, and other 
motor-vehicle violators. The list is scanned almost 
instantaneously for identification with the numbers 
under surveillance. Overtaking of wanted cars fol¬ 
lows in seconds. It’s called Operation Corral. Po¬ 
lice see it as their sharpest new weapon.

We’ve licked 
that with a very-higli-pressure technique 
for forming it. Now we’re selling millions.”

The celebrated Hula Hoop, 
which has a special niche in 
toy land’s hal of fame, was 
suggested to Knerr and his 
partner, Arthur (“Spud”) 
Melin, by a friend in Austra¬ 
lia. Down Under, it was used 
as an exercise hoop in gym 
classes. Hut Wham-O em¬ 
bellished it, gave it a name

suggested by the gyrations of the person 
twirling it around his body, tried it out on a 
few children in Pasadena, and the rest is 
history. 

“It became a worldwide fad,” recalls 
Knerr, “and we soon had plants turnin 
it out in seven countries. We still sell mi 
lions of them.” 

“There was a mechanical principle in¬ 
volved in the Hula Hoop,” he continued, 
“on which, after five years of work, we 
obtained a patent. To illustrate; If you put 
a little ring on a finger and try to twirl it, 
you’ll have a hard time. But put on a ring 
eight inches in diameter, say, and twirling 
it becomes as easy as pie. With the Hula 
Hoop, it’s the ratio of waist diameter to 
hoop diameter that’s important. Small hoops 
just won’t work—or big waists, for that 
matter.” 

Shot into business. The Wham-O firm 
came into existence in a manner as offbeat 
as its subsequent success. 

Dick Knerr and Spud Melin have been 
friends since childhood. In 1948, at the 
University of Southern California, their 
hobby was raising falcons and training them 
to hunt. To teach the birds to dive at 
prey, they hurled small meatballs at them 
while they were on the wing. They used a 
slingshot, and one day, when they tried 
to interest a prospect in buying a falcon, 
he said, “I don’t want a bird, but I’d sure 
like a slingshot like that.” 

Never slow to recognize a potentially 
profitable idea, Knerr and Melin bought a 
bandsaw for $7 down and started producing 
slingshots in Knerr s garage. 

“We called them Wham-O slingshots,” 


said Knerr, “because—well, that’s the sen¬ 
sation you felt when you hit something 
with one of them. 

“Spud would cut ’em, I’d sand ’em, and 
that’s the way the business started,” he 
continued. “Spud would go out one way 
and sell ’em, and I’d go out another. We 
ran some mail-order advertising, began lin¬ 
ing up dealers, and first thing we knew, 
we were taking orders from sporting-goods 
dealers all over the United States.” 

Business became so good that the boys 
moved out of the Knerr garage into one 
comer of an abandoned grocery store. They 
started producing throwing knives, fencing 
foils, and boomerangs in addition to sling¬ 
shots. Soon they took over the entire store, 
and a factory besides. 

The Frisbee Flying Saucer was their first 
really big hit, and after that they were 
obliged to build a plant of their own, in 
San Gabriel, and start subcontracting their 
burgeoning production as well. 

Knerr and Melin (the firm’s shorter, 
slimmer, somewhat pixyish executive vice- 
president) are Wham-O’s principal owners. 
They also make the final decision on wheth¬ 
er or not to put an idea into production. 

You're invited. “One of our main en¬ 
deavors is persuading people to send us 
ideas,” Knerr said. “We get thousands of 
them, from all over the world. And we 
look at them all—every one. Of course, we 
hear from our share of crackpots—guys with 
little black boxes who say they can move 
mountains, or pedal up among the satel¬ 
lites if we ll only supply the oxygen. But I 
wish you’d tell your readers that if they

^There is no lack of revolutionary develop¬ 
ments in 35mm cameras, but the latest— 
placing a light meter behind the lens—is 
probably the most important one since Ex- 
akta brought out the first single-lens reflex. 

Putting a meter inside the optical system 
is, both theoretically and actually, the most 
precise way of measuring the light that 
falls on the film. The meter knows nothing 
of lens angle, focal length, filters, accessory 
lenses. It takes its reading after these have 
had their effect. 

Ten cameras, to date, now incorporate 
metering behind the lens.

Electric cars will soon cut travel time 
between New York and Washington, in a bold 
U. S. program to speed travel by rail

ill a-BOARD! Psshhh—the doors slide closed. The 
silvery train leaps forward. Back into your seat cushion 
vou go, as if in an airplane taking off. No nonsense about 
it, this train’s really going to ride—in just 150 seconds it 
will accelerate to 125 m.p.h., more than two miles a 
minute. For it aims to get you to your destination in a 
travel time matching that by air—maybe less. 

Americans are due to ride the first of these superspeed 
trains this year, possibly as early as next fall. That’s when 
delivery is expected of a substantial part of a fleet of 50 
self-propelled electric passenger cars, capable of a record- 
breaking top speed of 150 m.p.h. Assembled in engine- 
less trains of four to 10 cars, they’ll immediately go into 
actual passenger service on the Pennsylvania Railroad’s 
226-mile line between New York and Washington. 

At f lie same time or soon after, three to five passenger 
cars propelled by gas turbines are scheduled to inaugurate 
extra-fast service on the New Haven’s 45-mile run be¬ 
tween Boston and Providence. 

U. S. soarks the program. The exciting new high-speed 
trains will be the first result of a three-year. $90-million 
U. S. program to speed travel on land. Sponsored by 
the Department of Commerce, the bold project has just 
been launched by Congress’ passage of the High Speed 
Ground Transportation Act of 1965. Its initial aim, which 
might be called “High Speed Now," will be to demon¬ 
strate how tar today’s technology can boost the speed 
of railroad travel on existing electric and non-electric

Four 
mighty, 150-hp. electric motors, one to 
each axle, will provide the power required 
for their speed. Air-operated sliding doors, 
remotely controlled, will expedite passen¬ 
gers’ entry and exit to save time at station 
stops. Snack bars will serve light meals. 

Built in will be electric heating, no-draft 
air conditioning, low overhead racks, read¬ 
ing lights. Within the cars, despite their 
speed, there will be no more noise than 
ill a modern executive office. 

Entirely new to railroading today are 
self-propelled gas-turbine cars, the kind to 
be tried on the Boston-Providence run.

Hie Bndd 
Co., this car will be driven by two gas 
turbines of 450 lip. each, mounted on the 
wheel trucks at each end. Hydraulic trans¬ 
missions will deliver power from the tur¬ 
bine shafts to the car axles. The light 
weight of modern gas turbines, about one 
pound per horsepower, especially suits 
them for high-speed rail cars on non- 
electrified routes. 

Why no locomotives? Engineless trains, 
whether of electric or gas-turbine cars, will 
offer many advantages in high-speed ser¬ 
vice. Even distribution of weight through¬ 
out the train will give faster and smoother 
acceleration and braking. It will also spare 
the track the terrific pounding that would 
be administered bv a lieavv locomotive’s 

r v' 

two-mile-a-minute pace. At Hie end of a r 
run, the self-propelled cars will permit a 
quick turnaround, needing no switching 
engine to make them up into new trains 
of any desired length. 

Superspeed trains will need an improved 
right-of-way, to make their ride sale and 
comfortable. So the Pennsy is bettering its 
already top-class trackage between New 
York and Washington—by straightening 
curves, strengthening bridges, improving 
systems of signals and overhead-wire power 
supply. It will raise station platforms, too, 
to the level of the new cars’ sliding doors. 

Especially intensive upgrading will make 
one 20-mile length of straightaway track, 
between New Brunswick and Trenton, vir-

tually a high-speed proving ground for the 
new cars. On this stretch, passengers are 
likely to see what a train can do all-out. 

On the New York-Washington run, the 
Pennsy plans to operate the high-speed 
glamour trains every other hour. They'll 
alternate with conventional ones, pulled by 
its huskv GG-1 electric locomotives. 

w 

Today, the fastest New York-Washington 
train takes three hours and 35 minutes for 
the run. and most trains require four hours 
. or more. The new trains are expected to 
cut the time to less than three hours, with 
four stops on the way. Nonstop New York- 
Washington runs, to be included in the 
trials, may approach a phenomenal 2K 
hours. There will be nonstop runs, too, 
between various pairs of cities on the route. 
Allowing for the time it takes air travelers 
to get to and from outlying airports, pas¬ 
sengers living or working near rail terminals 
may find these train trips actually faster 
than going by air. 

What's the hurry? By racing planes 
with trains, U. S. planners hope to woo 
travelers back to the rails—seemingly, the 
only way to cope with tomorrow's outsize 
transportation needs. Travel between U. S. 
cities has doubled in the last 15 years, 
and will reach staggering proportions in a 
couple of decades more. Highway building 
can’t keep pace. Sites available for new 
airports are so remote from city centers 
that New York is seriously considering one 
50 to 60 miles away. For people going 
on trips' of up to 400 or 500 miles, super¬ 
fast trains could be the answer. 

To find out, the logical laboratory is the 
densely populated “Northeast Corridor ’ be¬ 
tween Boston and Washington, whose cities 
are fusing into one continuous megalopolis, 
or supercity. What’s learned in trials there 
can ultimately be applied to mainstreams 
of travel throughout the country. 

The high-speed New York-Washington 


and Boston-Providence trains will operate 
for a demonstration period of a year to 
18 months. That will conclude the ex¬ 
periment so far as the government is con¬ 
cerned, and the U. S.-bought cars will then 
be sold to the railroads on which they were 
running. Whether to continue the speed 
runs will be up to the railroads themselves. 
That should depend on the glamour trains’ 
success in attracting passengers—and col¬ 
lecting ticket statistics that tell the story 
will be a vital part of the federal project. 

Since the outcome admittedly is a gam¬ 
ble, the railroads understandably have felt 
unable to risk the experiment on their own.

U.S. experts consider spending federal 
funds a worthwhile gamble to try to start 
American trains whizzing. 

Speed records so far, for U.S, diesel and 
electric trains on scheduled runs, are 82 
m.p.h. for the Burlington’s diesel-powered 
Morning Zephyr and 71 m.p.h. for the 
Pennsy’s electric-powered Manhattan Lim¬ 
ited—both for less than 50 miles. Abroad. 
France’s famed Mistral express averages 80 
m.p.h. for 318 miles, one stop included. 
But all these marks have lately been 
eclipsed on a remarkable Japanese railway, 
the just-opened New Tokaido line between 
Tokvo and Osaka. 

A Japanese example to shoot at. Setting 
world records, engineless Japanese trains 
of self-propelled electric passenger cars hit 
a top speed of 126 m.p.h. They cover the 
entire 322-mile distance, two stops in¬ 
cluded, in 190 minutes—for an average 
speed exceeding 100 m.p.h. 

Encouraged by this example, U.S. ex¬ 
perts nevertheless are wary of copying it. 
Built from scratch especially for high speed, 
the new line cost about SlJa billion—and 
a 450-mile counterpart of it between Boston 
and Washington would have a price tag

ON STILTS 

Then someone had an idea—whv not 
lengthen the runways on stilts over the water? 

That's what they’re doing. Army engi¬ 
neers dredged a new ship channel. Two 
runway extensions are being built on 3,000 
concrete-filled steel-pipe piles. The old run¬ 
ways, 5,000 and 6,000 feet long, will each 
be 7,000 feet when the work is completed 
sometime in 1967. This will accommodate 
medium-size jet airliners at full loads. 



Great hammers drive hollow steel piles, 16 to 18 
inches in diameter, as much as 100 feet into floor 
of bay. Filled with concrete, they then get a con¬ 
crete cap, as shown in right foreground.

How fast is that power tool turn¬ 
ing? In these days of variable-speed con¬ 
trols that provide a range of tool speeds 
down to a slow crawl, the exact r.p.m. is a 


valuable piece of information. There is, for 
example, an optimum drill speed for drilling 
a particular size hole in a particular metal, 
and there is an ideal sanding-disk speed 
that depends on the material being finished. 

This easv-to-build photoelectric tachom¬ 
eter lets you measure the r.p.m. of most 
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shop tools—and many household machines— 
quickly and accurately, without any me¬ 
chanical or electrical connections: Just 
point the light-sensitive probe atop the 
gooseneck at the spinning shaft, blade, disk, 
or chuck, and read r.p.m. on the meter. The 
only requirement is that you first place a 
contrasting color mark—a strip ol white ad¬ 
hesive tape is ideal—on the spinning object. 
Position it so that the intensity of light re¬ 
flected from the objects surface changes 
as it rotates. Each time the tape spins past 
the probe, the momentary increase in re¬ 


flected light is detected by a cadmium 
selenide—or CdSe—photocell mounted in¬ 
side. The tach circuit counts the number 
of light increases per minute seen by the 
CdSe cell, and converts it into an r.p.m. 
reading on the meter. 

How to build it. An aluminum sloping- 
front ease makes a professional-looking cab¬ 
inet, but you can use any metal box you 
have on hand. Wire the tach circuit on a 
strip of perforated phenolic chassis board 
(Vectorboard), using push-in terminals as

soldering points, and to mount the parts. 

The 0-1 milliampere DC meter specified 
in the parts list is rugged, compact, and 
easy to mount. It installs through two %" 
holes, instead of the traditional single 2M' r 
hole. However, it is rather expensive. If 
you wish, substitute a cheaper, conventional 
0-1 ma. DC meter. Carefully remove the 
meter face and cement a new scale—labeled 
0-5,000 r.p.m.—over the 0-1 ma. scale. 
Make the new scale out of stiff white paper; 
use black India ink for the numbers. 

The power supply consists of six size-A 
mercury pencells mounted in holders and 
bolted inside the cabinet back. 

The probe. Make this out of an aluminum 
minibox. Mount the CdSe cell (PC, for 
photocell, in sketch) in a fuse clip. Position 
the cell so that its light-sensitive face is 
about %" away from, and has a clear field 
of vision through, a ^"-diameter viewing 
hole cut in the minibox end. 

Calibration. For safety, build the simple 
neon-bulb calibrator (see diagram) into a 
minibox. When plugged into a 110-volt 
60-cycle AC line, the neon bulb turns on 


and off 60 times per second. Your eyes 
can t follow the rapidly pulsating glow, but 
the CdSe cell sees 60 flashes of light per 
second (3,600 flashes per minute). Cali¬ 
brate the tach in a dimly lit room: Bring 
the probe close to the glowing neon bulb, 
and adjust potentiometer R12 for a meter 
reading of 3,600 r.p.m. (.72 ma. on the 
original scale). 

Using it. The tach works best when 
nearby (or overhead) electric lights are 
turned off. Position the probe close to the 
spinning object-aimed so the CdSe cell can 
“see” the piece of white tape spin by—and 
shine a battery-powered flashlight beam 
down at the object from above. Don't let 
the light from a 110-volt AC-powered lamp 
reflect off the object at the probe—it will 
confuse the circuit and send the meter off 
scale. Many incandescent and most fluores¬ 
cent lamps flicker 60 or 120 times a second. 
Although you don’t see the flicker, the sen¬ 
sitive CdSe cell will and the meter will 
show a false reading. 

For best accuracy, check the calibration 
each time you use the tach. HI]

You Build from a Kit 


Not all FM radios receive Brahms, Bach, and 
Beethoven—the Knight kit KG-221 picks up po¬ 
lice broadcasts, ship-to-shore telephone con¬ 
versations, U.S. Weather Bureau forecasts, and a 
host of other noncommercial transmissions in 
the 152-to-l72-megacycle VHF (very-high-fre¬ 
quency) FM band. It’s completely legal, and 
totally fascinating, to monitor these broadcasts, 
providing you keep to yourself any private or 
personal information you hear. 


The KO-221 costs $40 (Allied Radio Co., 
Chicago), and is one of the easiest-to-build re¬ 
ceiver kits I’ve tackled. The instruction manual 
is easy to follow, and the set’s critical “front- 
end” tuner stage comes prewired and aligned. 
Total construction time: about seven hours. 

Antenna? A 15-inch length of wire works 
fine, although a roof-mounted “ground plane” 
(for $5.40) increases the number of services I 
can receive.— R. Benrey.

Scale announces weight. There might be less 
chance of error or argument over weights if 
food stores used scales that read the totals out 
for the customer audibly as well as visually. 
The pan of this talking scale would move wheels 
rimmed with prerecorded tapes under a mag¬ 
netic head. The machine, when it had weighed 
a purchase, would announce the pound and 
ounce readings at which the wheels stopped. 



Chopping stand holds logs. Cord wood being 
split for fireplace or stove would stand still 
to absorb the shocks of your axe, or a wedge 
and sledge, if you propped it in a stand like 
this. Three self-adjusting spring-steel arms, 
rising from the corners of a triangular frame, 
would support full or split logs of varying di¬ 
ameters and lengths, keep them steady and up¬ 
right even on rocky or sloping ground. 
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Dye “finds” contact lens. Dropped or mis¬ 
placed contact lenses are hard to find because 
they’re tiny and their owners have imperfect 
vision. A fluorescent dye molded into the glass 
or plastic might make it easier to locate the 
little disks. An ultraviolet (black-light) torch 
played over an area would cause the dye in the 
lost contact lens to glow so you could see it. 


Sensor maintains car distances. Infrared de¬ 
tectors that respond to heat might signal you 
if you were tailgating too close in a fog or blind¬ 
ing storm. They’d sense the heat rays—and the- 
distance—from a lead ear's tail lights. For mil¬ 
itary convoys driving without lights, a special 
sensing device would measure distance from 
tail lights even if they were covered. 



Hull “patch" keeps ship afloat. To help keep

Third, keep track 
of the four meters. Whenever one had an 
off-center reading, get it back on center. 

At first—without tickle talk—I did a lousy 
job on the meters. Too busy to watch 
them. Then Williams turned on my fingers. 
Now, when meter 1 went off center, my 
finger X got a jolt. Same for meter 2 and 
finger 2, and so on. Within a couple of 
minutes, I was correcting the meters with¬ 
out thinking. I grabbed the correct switch 
automatically—and instantly. 

With tickle talk—scientists call it cutane¬ 
ous communication—there’s no reason you 
couldn’t transmit whole coded words and 
sentences. University of Virginia research¬ 
ers rigged up a code using vibrators on five 
fingers of one hand. Each finger could re¬ 
ceive signals of three different durations 
and three different intensities—nine different 


signals per finger, or 45 distinct signals al¬ 
together, each representing a different letter 
of the alphabet or number. 

Results were amazing. In just 12 hours 
of training, subjects were reading tickle-talk 
code at rates of up to 38 words a minute. 

Lockheed is now particularly interested 
in using the new communications channel 
as a bad-weather landing aid for airplanes. 
“Here’s a fellow coming in on instrument 
landing,” says Dr. George E. Passey, staff 
scientist in charge of the tickle-talk project. 
“Transducers at various spots on his body 
could tell him when he’s getting too high or 
too low, or off course. Tickle talk could be 
used to keep him on his flight path, in other 
words, and at the same time let him concen¬ 
trate on looking out of the windshield for 
the first signs of the runway. This is the kind 
of situation where we see good possibilities.” 
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New discoveries about cold starting, 
low<temperature viscosity, and cranking 
speeds will make winter driving easier 

MULTIGRADE 

By WALTER O. KOEHLER 



The temperature’s down near zero. 
Your breath frosts the inside of the wind¬ 
shield as your numb fingers fumble with the 
ignition key. When you turn the switch, the 
starter groans feebly and the engine makes 
a few half-hearted revolutions. After sever¬ 
al more attempts drain the remaining juice 
from the chilled battery, you’ve had it. 

Battery trouble? Maybe not. It could be 
that high-priced multigrade oil in the 
crankcase. 

Car makers found out the hard way. 
While searching for the cause of a steady 
increase in cold-starting complaints, they 
discovered that engines were mighty partic¬ 
ular about their cold-weather lubricants. 
The same V-8 that started handily with a 
crankcase full of straight SAE 10W couldn’t 
l>e coaxed into action with certain brands 
of 10W-30. Further investigation disclosed 
some surprising facts: 

• The method used for many years to 
estimate low-temperature viscosity, or the 
ability of oil to flow at low temperatures, 
just doesn ’t work with the new multi grade 
oils. No completely accurate laboratory 
test of viscosity at 0 degrees F. has yet 
been developed. 

• Low cranking speed doesn’t necessarily 


prevent an engine from starting—with low- 
viscosity oil in the crankcase. 

• If viscosity is too high, the engine 
won’t run under its own power, even if 
cranked at speeds as high as 125 r.p.m. 

Engineers had generally assumed that 
cranking speed was the critical factor in 
cold starting. If sluggish oil or a run-down 
battery prevented the starter from turning 
the engine at a speed of at least 50-75 
r.p.m., they thought that manifold vacuum 
would be so low that a combustible mix¬ 
ture could not reach the cylinders. 

Theodore W. Selby of General Motors, 
lubricating an engine with oil of low vis¬ 
cosity, reported he was able to start it at 
cranking speeds as low as six r.p.m. 

Next, Selby loaded the crankcase with 
high-viscosity oil and, using current from 
an outside source, spun the starter at speeds 
as high as 125 r.p.m. The engine fired 
steadily but, as soon as the starter was dis¬ 
engaged, stalled. 

While Selby’s experiments proved that 
cranking speed is not as important as it 
seemed, cranking tests are still recognized 
as the most accurate means of measuring 
an oil’s resistance to flow at low tempera¬ 
ture. For all practical purposes, it makes 


Low-temperature cranking tests 

A standard passenger-car engine with starting motor 
is put on the bench. Power for the starter comes from 
an independent source, which maintains a constant 
eight-volt current, simulating the output of a fully 
charged 12-volt battery at 0 degrees. To eliminate the 
possibility of fuel dilution, no gasoline is supplied to 
the carburetor. The test oil is poured into the crank¬ 
case and the engine chilled to 0 degrees. Cranking 
speed is recorded as the starter turns the engine. In 
one such test, comparing 14 different SAE 10W-30 oils, 
cranking speeds ranged from 73.3 to 96 r.p.m.

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How they measure viscosity 

The method that was used for many 
years to measure viscosity was quite 
simple. Sixty milliliters (thousandths of 
a liter) of oil were run through a Saybolt 
viscometer, with an orifice of .0695- 
inch diameter, and the time for its pas¬ 
sage was measured (in seconds) at 
selected temperatures, usually 100 de¬ 
grees and 210 degrees. The results are 
expressed in Saybolt Universal Seconds 
(SUS). But within the last five or six 
years, the Saybolt viscometer has been 
generally replaced by more accurate 
kinematic viscometers. In the Saybolt 
instrument, the thinnest oils flowed no 
faster than other thin oils because of 
turbulence near the orifice. On the new 
kinematic viscometers, oil flow is di¬ 
rected in a straight path through a capil¬ 
lary measuring tube. 

Viscosity testing at 0 degrees 

The pioneer lubricating-oil research¬ 
ers ran into trouble when they tried to 
obtain viscosity readings at 0 degrees. 
They reported that tiny particles of wax 
solidified and clogged the viscometer 
orifice. Another problem was the time 
required for such tests. An SAE 20W 
oil with a viscosity of 36,000 SUS would 
need 10 hours for a complete test. 

When laboratory engineers found that 
the crystals of wax that fouled the Say¬ 
bolt viscometer did not affect engine 
starting, they came up with a simple 
substitute method. Using a standard 
ASTM (American Society for Testing 
Materials) viscosity chart, they plotted 
viscosity at 210 and 100 degrees, drew 
a line through these two points and ex¬ 
tended it to the 0 degrees position on 
the chart. This is called extrapolation. 
With straight mineral oils (not multi¬ 
grades), it gives low-temperature viscos¬ 
ity readings with reasonable accuracy. 


little difference whether this must be over¬ 
come by the starter motor or by the engine. 

Oil viscosity frequently makes the dif¬ 
ference between a quick start and a-des¬ 
pairing call to the nearest service station, 
but the car owner who tries to determine 
the characteristics of a lubricant from the 
label on the can might just as well play 
the ponies with a 1932 scratch sheet. 

First, the extrapolation method used to 
estimate viscosity at 0 degrees is not pre¬ 
cise for multigrade oils. Second, the toler¬ 
ances allowed by the SAE viscosity number¬ 
ing system result in a wide variation among 
lubricants carrying the same SAE designa¬ 
tion. Finally, some multigrade oils have 
0-degree viscosities well outside the per¬ 
missible range. 

What is multigrade oil? It gets its name 
from the fact that it combines the qualities 
of two or more single SAE grades. An oil 
that carries the SAE 10W-30 designation, 
for example, is supposed to flow as freely 
as a 10W lubricant at 0 degrees and retain 
the body of SAE 30 at 210 degrees, making 
it suitable for all-year use in most areas. 

Confronted with the results of the auto 
makers’ tests, oil companies have conceded 
that their oils need a second look. 

The viscosity of any oil is reduced as 
temperature rises. Some thin out more rap¬ 
idly than others. The rate of change in the 
oil body with change in temperature is 
known as the oils viscosity index (V.I.). 
A high viscosity index indicates a relatively 
small change in viscosity as the oil warms. 

To combine the low-temperature starting 
ability of a thin SAE 10W with the protec¬ 
tion and economy of an SAE 30, refiners 
took low-viscosity base stock and beefed it 
up with polymers, heavy molecules of plas¬ 
tic-like substances. These materials, known 
as V. I. improvers, minimize thinning of 
the oil at high temperature. 

Multigrade oil, which was the result of 
these chemical developments, had seemed 
to be a happy solution to the conflicting 
demands of winter and summer operation. 
No longer would the car owner who failed 
to drain light winter oil with the first warm 
blush of spring be faced with dropping oil 
pressure on a high-speed turnpike run. The 
procrastinating motorist who let winter 
sneak up on him wouldn’t be caught with 
a crankcase full of sluggish SAE 30 when 
the mercury plunged below freezing. An 
added benefit is a substantial reduction in

A magnetic pump with no moving parts, 
this simple device may propel our 
submarines silently along the ocean floor

In the silent world of underwater warfare, the slightest 
noise can bring sudden death to a submarine. The electronic 
ears of the enemy can detect conventional engines and screw 
propellers as far as 100 miles away. A computer interprets the 
sounds and directs a deadly homing torpedo to their source in 
minutes. How do you go about maneuvering a 3,260-ton nu¬ 
clear submarine without making a sound? Two medical re¬ 
searchers at St. Louis University's School of Medicine mav

have found the answer—a revolutionary undersea propulsion 
unit dubbed the “sea engine.” 

The interesting phenomenon upon which the sea engine is 
based was first observed in 1964 by Alfred W. Richardson, a 
physiologist, and Sujoy K. Cuba, a young biomedical engineer 
from India. The two men were looking for a method of simulat¬ 
ing the flow of blood through the human body. They tried 
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various types of mechanical pumps without success. The pump¬ 
ing action was too irregular. 

While investigating the effects of magnetic fields on weak 
salt solutions similar to blood, the two researchers stumbled 
across an interesting fact: They could make the electrically 
charged atoms in such solutions move in one direction by apply¬ 
ing a magnetic field in just the right way. Then they made a 
second important discovery: The moving atoms dragged water 
molecules along with them so that the entire solution moved. 

Richardson and Guha suddenly realized that they had the 
makings of a new type of pump. They quickly assembled an ex¬ 
perimental model and found, as they had expected, that the 
device really worked. Their “pump” consisted of nothing more 
than an unimpressive collection of junk-box electronic com¬ 
ponents. Yet the instant they connected it to a source of electrical 
power, a weak salt solution inside it began to move. A number 
of tests were made and new models were constructed, some of 
which permitted very accurate control over the quantity of 
liquid being pumped, and others which made the liquid move 
in a series ol pulses, duplicating the pumping action of the 
human heart. Amazingly, the pumps could move a variety of 
liquids—including ordinary tap water—without difficulty. 1 hen 
a visiting scientist from the Office of Naval Research suggested

they try pumping seawater. The pump 
worked better than ever. 

The sea engine is a form of electromag¬ 
netic pump, which is nothing new. Units 
working on the same principle have been 
used to pump liquid metals such as sodium 
through nuclear reactors for coolant pur¬ 
poses. However, a pump had never before 
been constructed to move seawater—elec¬ 
tronically, with no moving parts, with no 
sound. And that’s what intrigues naval en¬ 
gineers. 

The Navy problem. Nuclear-submarine 
skippers have had to develop a variety of 
ways of escaping detection. At times, they 
dive to fantastic depths where sub noises 
mav he confused with other ocean sounds. 
Or they may sit quietly on the bottom and 
wait lor the enemy to come to them. In 
any case, starting the engine may mean im¬ 
mediate destruction. 

An electromagnetic pump large enough to 
propel a submarine would require a lot of 
electrical power, but this would present 
no problem on a nuclear submarine. Naval 
engineers made a study of an advanced 
pump constructed bv Richardson and Gnlia, 
and found that conversion from pump to 
sea engine necessitated only minor changes. 

A submarine would be equipped with two 
sea engines: one to port and one to star¬ 
board. Each engine would operate inde¬ 
pendently, the direction and force of its 
propulsive jet of seawater changed by the 
mere flick of a switch. In this way, the sub 
could move forward, backward, or turn by 
pumping water in one direction on one 
side and in the other direction on the 
other side. 

Most likely, sea engines would be in¬ 
stalled along with conventional high-speed 
screw engines for normal use. The sea en-

How to Build 

Your Own 
Sea Engine 

Switch on the power and watch a 
stream of salt water mysteriously begin 
to flow around and around a closed loop 
of plastic tubing. How? Build your own 
sea engine—a fascinating gadget for the 
amateur scientist or a top-flight science-fair 
project. It costs just a few dollars. There 
are many things about it that still puzzie 
scientists; perhaps you can make an im¬ 
provement. 

Make an electromagnet from an isola¬ 
tion transformer with a 100-watt rating. 
Cut through the transformer laminations 
in two places with a hacksaw (see drawing 
below) and remove these pieces. Next, cut 
a %" gap (no larger) in the remaining 
laminations. Connect primary and secon¬ 
dary windings in series (A to B in the sche¬ 
matic at far right below). Connect C and 
D to the AC line. Quickly test the gap for 
a magnetic field with a screwdriver tip. Try 
connecting A and C together and B and D 
to the AC line, and again test the gap. One 
hookup will give a much stronger field than 
the other: That’s the one to use. 

Make a cannula out of a length of hol¬ 
low plastic towel bar, sheet plastic, or sim¬ 
ilar material. It must fit into the magnet 
gap. Two copper or stainless-steel elec¬ 
trode plates are mounted inside the can¬ 
nula. Copper is best, but is attacked by salt 
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Cannula—made from plastic towel bar—fits into gap Completed sea engine: Plastic catheter fits tightly 

cut in remaining transformer laminations. Leads on glass-tubing stubs cemented in ends of cannula, 

through cannula sides connect to electrodes. and to glass T fitting used to replenish salt water. 


water and eventually it has to be replaced. 

Carefully solder wire leads to the electrodes. 
They leave the cannula through snug holes 
sealed with a good cement (one containing 
methyl ethyl ketone). Use the same cement 
to attach ends to the cannula. The ends have 
holes fitted with short lengths of glass tubing. 
Two tiny holes drilled through the top of the 
cannula will allow captured air to escape, per- 
mitting it to fill with water. The holes can later 
be sealed to prevent leakage. Run a length 
of plastic tubing in a closed loop from one end 
of the cannula to the other. A “T” connection 
in the loop will aid in filling. You can get the 
tubing—called “disposable plastic catheter” 
—from a medical-supply house. 

The assembly. Use stove bolts to hold the 
transformer laminations together. Mount it 
on a base, with some type of supports to keep 
the tubing at the level of the cannula. Switch 
SI is optional. Oo not use a lower-wattage 
resistor for Rl, It can be found at most sur¬ 
plus or large electronic-parts dealers. Since 
it will give off some heat, mount it and R2 
(optional) on asbestos. 

Fill a glass with tap water and let it stand 
for a day to eliminate air. Add half a teaspoon 
of table salt and slowly stir until dissolved. 
Carefully fill cannula and tubing with the salt 
water. Work out all air bubbles. 

Check all electrical connections before ap¬ 


plying power to the model. Inspect the can¬ 
nula for leaks, particularly where the lead 
wires and glass tubes pass through the walls. 
If everything is okay, plug it into an outlet and 
throw the switch. Watch tiny dust particles 
and other impurities in the water to detect 
flow. If there is no visible movement, try add¬ 
ing a tiny drop of ink to the water in the tub¬ 
ing as an indicator. 

Try various resistances for R2. Eliminate 
it entirely and note the result. Vary the resis¬ 
tance of Rl by means of its slide contact and 
see what happens. With a little experimenta¬ 
tion, you'll quickly find the best settings for 
maximum pumping action. Watch the effect 
of increased conductivity (adding more salt) 
on flow rate.

get an economical 50 miles to the gallon. 
Both manual- and electric-starting models 
are available. Ski-scooters are usually two- 
or three-seater vehicles, but you can pull a 
family along in a trailer sled.

If you 
happen to tumble off while taking a jump 
or cornering too sharply, the deadman s 
throttle will bring the vehicle to a quick 
stop.

you think of your car battery as a 
little black box that needs water every once 
in a while? Chances are, you know it’s a 
storage unit for electric current fed to it 
from the generator. You probably also know 
that inside that rubber (or plastic) casing 
is a multitude of lead plates, lead grids, 
separators, and a mixture of water and sul¬ 
furic acid called electrolyte. And you 
understand that electricity is produced by 
the chemical reaction of the acid electro¬ 
lyte with the lead; and that, in this process, 
crystals of lead sulfate are deposited on 
the plates and grids. 

But how much do you know about how 
to get more life from your battery? When 
some batteries last eight or 10 years 
(against an average of 26 months), its 
not just luck. It’s largely the quality of 
the battery, but service and care play a 
big part, too. 

Your chances of getting good service 
from a battery decrease unless you keep it 
clean, check the electrolyte level, keep the 
cables free of corrosion, and make sure 



the generator and voltage regulator func¬ 
tion properly. That’s basic. Even with 
first-class maintenance, there will be many 
battery failures this winter. Failure simply 
means that the batterv will not start the 
engine under a certain set of conditions. 
Some 65 percent of wintertime hard starts 
or “won’t starts” are attributed to battery 
failure. 

Fortunately this does not mean that the 
battery is no longer useful. With care¬ 
ful restoration and revival, a “failed” bat¬ 
tery may still have years of service in it. 

Why does a battery fail? Most cases can 
be traced to extraneous sources. First, 
there’s the voltage regulator. The vibrat¬ 
ing relay, which controls the charging volt¬ 
age, tends to lose its fixed voltage over the 
years. The battery will then be under¬ 
charged. On new cars, there is some 
danger of overcharging. 

The manufacturer specifies the voltage 
for an average. Consider the specification 
7,1-7.3 volts. If a car is driven consistent¬ 
ly long-haul, year in and year out, 7.1 
would be more satisfactory than 7.3. If 
used for short hauls, the regulator at 7.1 
will not keep the battery from eventually 
becoming sulfated and showing “half-

Look for signs of corrosion whenever you gas up. 


Clean the top of your battery with a paste of bak¬ 
ing soda and water. Be careful when applying it 
not to let any of it get into the cells or you may end 
up with a dead battery: Soda neutralizes the acid.

charge” or less on a hydrometer. (If water 
has to be added very frequently, that’s an 
indication that the voltage is higher than 
necessary.) 

Perhaps the generator is not producing 
its rated output. Check the brushes and 
commutators. Keep all connections in good 
order. Any variation in wiring or ground¬ 
ing resistance will throw the voltage regu¬ 
lator off its proper setting. Check the fan 
belt for proper tension—it may be slack 
and slipping on the generator pulley. 

Short-trip winter driving, especially dur¬ 
ing the hours of darkness, adds an excessive 
load on the battery, and one morning it 
mav be dead.

What can you do with a dead battery? 

It needs effective analysis. The two prin¬ 
cipal causes of honest-to-goodness battery 
failure are sulfation and low electrolvte 
level. 

As a battery produces more and more 
electrical current, more and more of the 
lead sulfate is deposited on the plates and 
grids until finally the plates and grids be¬ 
come choked and clogged. The electro¬ 
lyte is used up; the battery is now said to 
be in a discharged stale and has failed. 
When a battery is going through the charg¬ 
ing process, just the opposite action takes 
place. The lead sulfate is converted back 
to active sulfuric acid, and the sulfation on 
the lead plates and grids disappears. A 


small amount of sulfate deposit may re¬ 
main on the plates even though the bat¬ 
tery is considered fully charged. As time 
passes, more and more deposits form and 
gradually harden. After two or three years 
there is such a heavy deposit of sulfation 
on the plates and grids that not enough 
effective area is left to produce the high 
amount of current needed to turn the starter 
on a cold morning. Battery failure of this 
type may be impossible to remedy. 

Another type of early battery failure 
occurs when the electrolyte-solution level 
falls too low. The plates of the battery 
should be covered by the electrolyte at 
all times, but frequently this is neglected, 
particularly in long, hot summer driving. 
As the battery is charged, heat is gen¬ 
erated by the chemical processes and the 
internal resistance in the battery. As the 
temperature rises, the water in the elec¬ 
trolyte solution evaporates through the 
small holes in the battery caps. If un¬ 
checked, this will eventually destroy the 
battery by buckling the plates, which 
then break or crack the separators, al¬ 
lowing the plates and grids to come in 
contact with each other. This results in 
a short-circuited cell. 

Low electrolyte level can be prevented 
simply by having a battery check with 
each gasoline fill-up. If water has to be 
added, make sure that the water added 
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SPECIFIC GRAVITY 


them, and how cold weather affects battery performance

does not come up any higher than it should. 
Overfilling may allow the electrolyte solu¬ 
tion to boil over on the top of the battery. 

In a case of sulfation, there are two pos¬ 
sible solutions. You can go to a garage or 
service station, or you can do it yourself. 
Doing it yourself means buying $15 worth 
of equipment. 

The most expensive item will be a bat¬ 
tery charger. (You’ll find a wide selection 
for less than $12.) It should produce up to 
five or six amps and have a charge-rate dial 
and a variable charge-rate control. There 
are two more necessary items that sell for 
about a dollar each: a water-immersible 
darkroom thermometer and a hydrometer. 

A fast charge on a dead battery is usu¬ 
ally harmful. It creates heat and agitation 
inside the cells, detrimental to the life of a 
batterv. 

r 

Before performing any tests or work on 
the batten’, clean the battery and its sup¬ 
porting equipment—the battery hold-down 
bracket, the box or support bracket, the 
cable’s connecting ends—with baking soda 
and water. This can best be accomplished 
by completely removing the battery from 
the car. Dry and repaint where there is 
acid damage. To insure a good connection 
when the battery is replaced in the car, the 
battery-terminal posts and the cable clamps 
should be sanded or scraped until the metal 
just begins to shine. This can be done with 



a bit of coarse sandpaper, a wire brush, or 

a pocketknife. Regardless of how old your 

batterv mav be, it can be made to look al- 
* * 

most new again by putting a ittle light 
machine oil on a cloth and wiping it over 
the battery. The caps can be cleaned by 
soaking in warm water and scrubbing with 
soap and an old toothbrush. The battery- 
terminal posts and cable clamps should he 
coated with a thin layer of petroleum jelly. 

Running a hydrometer test. That’s your 
next step. Make a list of the cells, counting 
from the positive terminal pole, and num¬ 
ber the cells 1, 2, 3, etc. Now insert the 
thermometer into one of the center cells 
and note the temperature. Some hydrom¬ 
eters have a thermometer attached, but the 
cheaper ones do not. Always remember 
that the standard temperature for battery 
calculations is 80 degrees F. Note the 
temperature and compare it with the table. 
When the temperature is higher than 80 de¬ 
grees, you must add specific-gravity points, 
and when below 80, vou must subtract. 
Make careful readings of each cell; this will 
give you the specific gravity (s.g.). Jot 
down these readings. They will come out 
something like this: No. 1—1.262, No. 2— 
1.258, and so on. The readings show a 
relationship between the pure water in the 
electrolyte and the acid, and this relation¬ 
ship varies in direct proportion with the

^■ike many other handymen, I have neither 
a basement nor garage space in which to 
work and keep my tools. The work I do 
has to be done in my living room. 

When not being used, my workbench 
looks like a perfectly respectable piece of 
furniture. But when I hinge up its top, 
open its doors, and slide out its 23"-by-28" 
work surface, I'm set up to tackle just about 
any minor building or repair project you 
can name. I'm even set up to use a power 
sander without coating the room with saw¬ 
dust. A plastic enclosure over the work 
area restricts the dust. 

Because the workbench opens at the top 
as well as the front, I guess you’d call it a 
cross between a cabinet and a chest. The 


Drawer in cabinet holds hand tools. When workbench 
is in use, you reach them through the opened chest. 


top opens upward, swinging on a piano 
hinge, and its underside holds a variety of 
hand tools in clips. Large, partly straight¬ 
ened cup hooks on the inner right side of 
the chest hold handsaws. The rear part of 
the chest holds odds and ends of wood, plus 
the two removable legs for the pull-out 
workbench housed just below the top.

those tools in ready-to-use, easy-to-grasp 
position, and an extension cord kept coiled 
on the shelf and plugged into a nearby wall 
outlet stands ready to supply any one of 
the three tools with power. Two other 
shelves behind the power-tool shelf hold 
miscellaneous items. 

The workbench slides out on rollers re¬ 
cessed in lengths of one-by-two stock on 
either side of the cabinet-chest interior. Two 
two-by-two legs screw into leg brackets 
on the underside of the work surface, making 
it a stable platform. It’s of % f/ plywood, as 
are the chest top and the cabinet-chest itself. 

By making the back of the chest in three 
pieces—two 12"-by-34/2" pieces and one 
9Js"-by-34/2" piece—I was able to get the 
workbench and shelving, as well as the cabi¬ 
net-chest out of one 4'-by-8 / panel and one 
4'-by-4' panel of %" plywood. My cutting 
pattern—drawn 3«"-to-the-inch scale on a 
legal pad—showed that I could get the back, 
in three pieces, out of the 4'-by-8' panel 
along with the chest top, cabinet front, and 
workbench. I cut the cabinet doors out of 
the front panel with my saber saw. 

The cabinet front was simply butted 
against the ends of the sides, and the sides 
against the ends of the back. Joints were 
secured with finishing nails and white glue. 


The unit’s bottom, or floor, is of M" ply¬ 
wood. So is the divider, behind which the 
workbench legs and odds and ends of wood 
are stored. The hand-tool drawer is one-by- 
four pine with a hardboard bottom. 

I finished the exterior with a coat of 
Firzite sealer, walnut stain, and two coats 
of clear, semigloss varnish. 

Controlling sawdust. To avoid incurring 
the wrath of the women in the house when 
I do heavy sanding, I rig a frame that ex¬ 
tends from the chest and holds a cover 
(made of dime-store clear-plastic sheeting ! 
over the workbench. I tuck the open bot¬ 
tom of the cover under a piece of %" ply¬ 
wood slightly smaller than the workbench, 
thus confining sawdust within an area of 
approximately 25 cubic feet. The frame is 
made of %" lath. I fastened the plastic 
sheeting to it with paper staples. 

My hands pass through two holes in the 
front of the encasement. The power-tool 
cord passes through a third, smaller hole. 
Masking tape reinforces the edges of all 
three holes. Poked through one of the arm 
holes, the nozzle of my vacuum cleaner 
sucks up most of the sawdust before I lift 
the cover. So, let neither your wife nor 
lack of space keep you from having a 
workshop. Build one like mine.

Drill-press vise doubles 
as machinist's jack 

Work that has to overhang 
the vise of a milling machine, 
shaper, or power hacksaw can 
be propped up with a drill-press 
vise for greater rigidity. Stand 
the vise on its end and screw the 
movable jaw up to support the 
work. Even if only a corner of 
the overhang is so upheld, the 
piece you are working on will 
be much more secure against 
work stress. 

The photo at left shows a 
vise holding the protruding part 
of a thin shaft while a short, 
heavy crank-disk section is be¬ 
ing sawed off. Without this out¬ 
board support, I had found that 
the piece repeatedly twisted 
down in the vise.

Lack of a soldering iron doesn’t mean you 
can’t solder wires or small metal parts. If you 
have a piece of flux-core wire solder and a 
cigarette lighter on hand, you have the makings 
of a jury-rigged soldering outfit that’s useful 
even miles away from your shop. Heat the 
metal you want to solder over the flame of your 
lighter until it is hot enough to melt the solder. 
The flux in the flux-core wire solder will clean 
the metal and permit the solder to flow, tin the 
metal surfaces, and produce a satisfactory joint.

Here’s a jig that lets you do 
a lot of things you can’t do with a miter 
gauge or rip fence. You make it from a few 
scraps of plywood. Use it in a miter-gauge 
slot or against either edge of the table. Or 
reverse it. It will guide the work for angle 
cuts and taper cuts. Also, it can be set 
parallel to the saw blade to hold and guide 
small work for ripping or crosscutting. You 
set the jig angle by using a straightedge to 
line up the cut line with the saw blade; then 
adjust the jig to the work and tighten the 
lock screws. 

Make the guide from hardboard-faced 

plywood; or glue Is" hardboard to each side

is not objectionable. 

Shape the tenon end and hold the parts 
together while drilling the hole for the 
pivot. This should be a tight fit for a M" 
bolt. You can use teenuts here. Just make 
two additional wingnut locks instead of 
using the bolt. 

Use hardwood for the table-slot bar and 


size it carefully. Cut it a bit oversize and 

m 

sand it by hand until the fit is as tight as 
possible without interfering with sliding 
action. The teenuts are sold at hardware 
stores. Recess them so the base is flush 
with the bottom of the table-slot bar. 

Cut off the threaded end of a %" bolt to 
make the arm locks. Thread on a wingnut 
and then peen over the end of the bolt so 
that the nut will be locked in place. The 
dimensions given are for a table slot %" 
deep. If the slot on your table saw is more 
or less, then both the length of the ami iock 
and the thickness of the table-slot bar will 
have to be changed accordingly. 

To make your jig last indefinitely, give 
all parts a couple of coats of sealer, and 
then rub down with fine steel wool. Use 
paste wax on the table-slot bar and on the 
undersides of other parts. Rewax the parts 
occasionally.

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How to make Handsome Duck

I o most hunters, and a lot of non- 
hunters, too, there's nothing prettier than a 
flock of mallards silhouetted against the 
dawn light.

The principle of pivot cutting is demonstrated in the 
photo above with the work tack-nailed to a hardwood 
bar that rides in the table slot. The first step is to 
make tangent cuts to remove the waste stock. Both 
work and bar are moved past the blade in repeat 
passes with the work rotated after each pass. 



After the waste stock is removed, the carrier hard¬ 


wood bar is clamped to the table so the work cen- - ‘ 
ter line is near the front of the blade. Arrow indicates 
the direction of rotation against the saw blade. 
Hold the work firmly and turn it slowly. Use a blade 
projection just adequate for the stock thickness. 



Cutting a circle directly is also possible with this 
technique, skipping the tangent cuts shown in the 
two photos above. On thin materials, you can cut 
through the wood in one pass. On thick materials, 
however, you must make repeat passes, raising the 
saw blade from 1/16" to Va” after each one. 
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Pivot-cutting technique can be used for circles of 
any diameter. Simply nail a platform to the hard¬ 
wood miter-gauge bar, and the radius of the circle is 
the distance from the pivot point to the saw blade. 
A heavy set on the blade will make it cut easier, but 
minimum set will result in a smoother cut. 



You can form bevels by working with a tilted saw 
blade. Best bet is to form the circle first with the 
blade straight, then shape the bevel by degrees. 
The bevel will be flat and true if the final pass is 
made with the work center line on the blade center 
line. Other positions give interesting variations. 


Circular edges can be coved if you work with 
blade tilted and work positioned almost in front 
of blade. Full depth of cut is achieved in repeat 
passes with either work moved forward or blade 
raised after each pass. Just a slight change in 
work position or blade tilt will change the shape. 
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Pivot cutting with a dado assembly results in this 
when the cut is not quite through the wood. Note 
that the waste side of the cut is beveled while 


the "good'' side of the disk is square. Cuts like 
the one shown above must be made by degrees, 
raising the assembly slightly after each pass. 


work. For tangent cutting, hold the work 
securely and move both platform and work 
past the blade. Make repeat passes, turning 
the work about 20 degrees after each. 

With the bulk of the waste removed, 
clamp the platform to the table so the 
center line of the work is near the front 
edge of the saw blade. Then rotate (he 


work slowly against the direction of ro¬ 
tation of the blade. At first glimpse the 
operation may seem like cove cutting. 
There is some resemblance, but your first 
through cut will demonstrate that while 
the outside edge ( the waste side) is coved, 
the good edge of the stock is cut square. 

Smoothest cuts will result when you do 


enough tangent cutting to leave a minimum 
for removal by the final rotation pass and 
when you work with a stiff (heavy-gauge) 
blade. 11 you go slowly and use a good 
blade, the edge will need little sanding. 

Although the idea was devised specifi¬ 
cally for forming circles with a saw blade 
designed for straight cuts, it can be used 
for forming bevels and coves on circular 
edges, and for shaping multi-sized pieces. 



A molding head can also be used, but experiment 
on scrap first. The shape cut in the wood may differ 
somewhat from the pattern of the knife. The thing 
to remember is that the wider the cutting tool, the 
greater the coving action on the waste side- 
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For a rabbet on the edge of a circular piece 
of work previously cut by the pivot technique, 
use the pivot-cutting technique with a dado as¬ 


sembly. Here, where the dado is free on the waste 
side of the work, fewer passes are needed for a 
given depth since the cuts can be made deeper. 



True hatf-circles are also easy to cut with the same 
pivot-cutting technique and the pivoting platform. 
Just make your cuts on one half of the work, as 
in the first photos on the opening page, and you'll 
wind up with a shape like the one shown above. 



Multi-sided figures also can be cut with the plat¬ 
form. Draw a line on the platform at right angles 
to the saw blade and mark the work so it can be 
positioned accordingly for each pass.

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MACHINE A HOLE-ALIGNER 


By WALTER E. BURTON 

A simple little tool that looks like 
a countersink with no cutting edges can 
save time and prevent spoiled work in a 
machine shop. Use it in redrilling, counter¬ 
sinking, counter boring, thread-tapping, and 
other drill-press or lathe operations to align 
existing holes with the machine chuck. It 
will give greater accuracy and reduce drill 
or tap breakage. 

Dimensions are not critical. The shank 
can be the largest diameter the chuck will 
accept. The head should be slightly larger 
than the largest hole to be aligned. A cone 
angle of 50 to 60 degrees seems about right. 

Machine the tool from a steel rod in one 
setup for maximum concentricity. Or ma¬ 


chine the shank first, then chuck the shank 
to finish the cone. Harden the cone surface 
to make it last longer. 

• Use the positioner to place a workpiece 
loosely on the drill-press table. Do this by 
bringing down the tool (damped in the 
chuck) until its cone enters the hole to be 
aligned. The work will shift until the cone 
touches the hole circumference evenly. Then 
clamp the piece to the table for drilling. 

• Align work fastened to an adjustable 
(milling) table by manipulating the cross¬ 
feed controls until the cone makes uniform 
contact with the hole edges. 

• Use the aligner in a lathe tailstock 
chuck to position work in an independent- 
jaw chuck or a faceplate. Use it in the 
headstock chuck to align work in a milling 
attachment, on the carriage, or on a tail- 
stock drilling pad.

Tricks for Milling on a Lathe

■ on can do a lot of milling jobs on 
your lathe if yon adapt a drill-press vise 
to fit the cross slide. Von hold the work in 
the vise, run the milling cutter with the 
headstock, and feed the work with the 

cross-slide feed screw or the lead screw. 

** * 

Fit the drill-press vise to the lathe by 
making a base similar to that in Fig. I. 
The compound rest is removed from the 
lathe, and the base is bored to fit the 
pivot. The thickness of the base should be 
slightly greater than the height of the pivot. 

From each end of the base, drill a hole 
into the pivot bore. Fit each hole with a 
rod. Machine one end of each rod to fit in¬ 
to the groove around the pivot. Rim a tap 
into each hole deep enough to let the tight¬ 
ening screws clamp the rod in the groove. 


Drill and counterbore four holes in the 
base, and drill and tap matching boles in 
the bottom of the vise. Do this with the 
base and the vise clamped together. At¬ 
tach the base with machine screws. 

Mount the assembly on the compound- 
rest pivot. You can set it at any angle to 
the headstock and lock it. The setup you 
use for milling will depend on the job at 
hand. The illustrations suggest some ways. 

As shown in Tigs. 2 and 3, you can 

mount a flvcutter on an arbor between the

lathe centers and drive it with a faceplate 
dog. You can mount the cutter directly in 
the headstock as in Figs. 4 and 5. Or you 
can use a regular milling cutter mounted 
oil a milling-machine arbor as in Fig, 6, 
Seat the tapered end of the arbor in the 
lathe headstock and support the other end 
in the tailstock center. Always run a milling 
cutter so that the teeth revolve against the 
direction of feed, as in Fig. 7.

hat kind of job can 
you do with a Sander that revs up to 12,000 
orbits a minute and has an orbit diameter 
of only %4"? I tried one out to see. It was 
Rockwell s new Model 330 Speed-Bloc. It 
changed my thinking that you need a 
straight-line sander to get a fine finishing 
job. The small orbit gives a finish apparent¬ 
ly without swirls. The high speed cuts 

away stock fast. 

-* 1 

You hold this sander in the palm of one 
hand. Its light for a sander this size—only 
3% pounds. So you can sand overhead, 
underneath, and around behind work with¬ 
out tiring. It's small enough (4 %" by 4%" 
by 7") to squeeze into hard-to-reach spots. 
And there are no handles or knobs sticking 
out to get in the way. 

It’s easy to control, too. There’s so little 
vibration and torque that I found I could 
easily guide the sander along a level sur¬ 
face with the tip of one finger. You can do 
more accurate work when you’ve got con¬ 
trol like this. 

I like the way you take a standard 9"- 
by-11" sheet of sandpaper, cut it in halt 
each way, and get four sheets that fit the 
pad exactly. No measuring, no waste. The 
pad clamps have powerful springs that keep 
the sandpaper from slipping or loosening. 
But they make it hard to change paper 
without using the steel lever that comes 
with the machine. It’s a good idea to wire 
this lever to the cord to keep it from getting 
misplaced or lost. 

The Rockwell people have priced the 
Speed-Bloc at $55. They’ve used a two- 
amp motor and connected it directly to the 
pad. No gears or belts. And they’ve used 
double insulation and a plastic housing, so 
that you don’t have to bother with a three- 
way plug or adapter. 


Sand right into a comer. The pad on the Speed-Bloc 
is almost square, and it sticks out past the body 
on all sides. This lets you work up to vertical 
surfaces with any side of the sanding pad.

VAf hile you read this, at least 5,000 
home owners are saving hard-earned cash 
by having plastic pipe installed in or around 
their homes. By years end, the number 
of farm and home owners using plastic pipe 
will have climbed to around half-a-million. 
Many of them will have installed it them¬ 
selves, saving more money. 

Today’s plastic pipe is suitable for any 
use around the home you can dream up. 
Back in the early Forties, if you caught a 
conversation that began, “Boy, don’t put 
in plastic pipe. You’ll be sorry . . .” it’s 
likely you were getting good advice. Plastic 
pipe, like any new product, had its growing 
pains, and some early materials had bugs 
—lots of them. Not so today. If you’re 
ready right now to build or remodel a 
house, here’s how plastic pipe can do a job 
for you: 

• As drain, waste, and vent piping 
{DWV). 

• As both cold- and hot-water service 
lines (see chart notes on hot-water pipe). 

• As water service lines from the house 
to an outdoor drinking fountain, garden 


pond, swimming pool, distant faucet, etc. 

• As the main drain line from home to 
city sewer line, septic tank, or cesspool. 

• As lawn-sprinkling and irrigation lines. 

• As gas lines and wiring conduit. 

What's it made of? Plastic pipe is largely 

made of three major materials—polyethy¬ 
lene (PE), polyvinyl chloride (PVC), and 
acrylonitrile butadiene styrene (ABS). 

To give you an idea of the money you 
might save by using plastic pipe, the in¬ 
dustry has compiled the following cost 
breakdown of drain, waste, and vent jobs 
in three identical one-family dwellings:

What About Water Pressure? 

Plastic pipe is overdesigned for domestic water pressure (about SO p.s.i.) as long as water is at room 1 
temperature—73° F. or less. As temperature rises above that, allowable pressure drops. It is advis¬ 
able to consult the manufacturer about your system design. A list of manufacturers is obtainable 
from the Plastics Pipe Institute, 250 Park Avenue, New York, N. Y.

Rubber pipe clips from local tobacco store are fine for tools, too 



Next time you’re in a neighborhood tobacco store, take a 
look at the small rubber clips that hold the pipes on card¬ 
board displays. The photo shows one type, but they vary 
considerably in size and shape, depending on the pipe 
brand. Ask the shop owner whether he discards the dis¬ 
plays when all pipes have been sold. Many do. If so, the 
rubber clips are a fine solution to the problem of mounting 
various small tools on a home-workshop tool board. They’re 
also exactly what you need to build the pipe display rack 
shown this month in “Wordless Workshop” (page 180). I’m 
told that some years ago rubber clips like these were sold in 
dime stores, but 1 haven’t been able to find them for sale 
recently—or any other clip or holder that does just the job 
they do.

Let’s all hang up our smoothing planes—and protect the blades 



Where and how do you store your planes when you’re not 
using them? Withdrawing the blade above the bottom plate 
is plain common sense—if you always remember and if you 
take the time. Resting the plane on its side is also accept¬ 
able as a temporary expedient. But it still can be knocked 
around, and the blade nicked against other tools. I prefer 
the idea a friend uses. He drills a J4" hole through the side 
of each plane he owns (see photo) and hangs it on his tool 
board.

Humidify 

At this time of the year, does the 
inside of your house begin singing 
“How Dry I Am?" Here’s the cure

Humidifiers have been around for years, 
but mostly they weren’t much more popular 
than the mumps. Not one home owner in 
20 had one. Now, factories are turning 
them out by the thousands. 

“We’ve heated our caves for millions of 
years," says T. L. Robey of the American 
Gas Association. “A few years ago we 
learned to cool them, too. Now, were tak¬ 
ing the last big advance in indoor comfort: 
humidity control.” 

Manufacturers have come out with scores

of new models to cash in on the boom. 
There's everything on the market from a 
$24.50 nonelectric disk-type job, driven by 
a turbine in the air stream, to a super¬ 
deluxe model the size of a TV console with 
built-in electrostatic dust precipitators— 
which sells for $475. 

The boom isn’t simply a fad; it’s easy to 
make a case for a humidifier in almost any 
heated home. Cold air comes in at, say, 
zero degrees and 50-percent relative hu¬ 
midity. Heat it to 70 degrees and the 
humidity plummets to four percent—drier 
than any desert. This superdry air is like a 
sponge with a king-size thirst. It grabs 
moisture wherever it can find it: from your 
nose and throat, your furniture, rugs, wall¬ 
paper, books. You get a dry, uncomfortable 
nose and throat, your furniture comes un¬ 
glued, veneer peels, shrunken floors creak, 
house plants wilt, pianos turn out sour notes. 

Since moisture is evaporating from your 


Two types of humidifiers you now can find on the market—and 



Atomizer-vaporizer. A spray noz¬ 
zle breaks water into minute parti¬ 
cles by forcing it through very fine 
holes at high pressure. In the cen¬ 
trifugal atomizer, an impeller at the 
bottom of the rotating shaft forces 
water up inside the tube. The water 
spills out through hoies onto the 
spinning disk. Centrifugal force 
stings it outward across the disk.

skin rapidly, you feel chilly and turn up 
the thermostat—enough to cost real money. 
The American Society of Heating Engineers 
calculates that for every eight percentage 
points you raise the humidity (within limits) 
you can lower the temperature one degree 
and feel as warm as before; also that every 
degree you hike the heat above 70 costs 
you an extra three percent in fuel bills. 

Here’s how it can work in your house: 
Say your winter humidity hovers at 10 per¬ 
cent—an average figure—and you keep the 
thermostat at 73. Raise the humidity to 35 
or 40 percent, and you can lower the tem¬ 
perature to 70. You save 10 percent on fuel. 

The machines that do the job. All hu¬ 
midifiers do just one thing: They pump 
moisture into the air in one of two ways: 

• First, evaporation. That’s what the 
pan on the hot-water radiator used to do. 
The first furnace humidifiers were nothing 
more than the same pan put in the system

Evaporator. The trick with an 
evaporative humidifier is to expose 
as much wet surface to the air as 
possible. Units on the market em¬ 
ploy many techniques, but two are 
in the lead. One uses a dozen or so 
wire-mesh disks, 6" to 8" in diam¬ 
eter, stacked an inch or less apart 
on a horizontal shaft. The bottom 
of the slowly rotating stack is in 
water; the top in the hot-air stream 
coming from the furnace. A second 
type uses a foam belt that turns 
slowly on two pulleys—one in the 
water, the other some distance 
above. A fan blows air through the 
belt. Other variations use cylinders 
of perforated plastic sheets; some 
drip water on absorbent material, 
blow air through it. 
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and fitted out with vertical porous plates. 
The plates suck up water and provide a 
larger evaporative surface for better effi¬ 
ciency. Lots of homes still have such hu¬ 
midifiers. Although lowest in price, they 
are not very popular for new installations 
these days. The average plate-type evap¬ 
orator may crank three or four gallons of 
water into the air a day. Some go higher. 

Another way to get water out of the pan 
and into the air is to boil it. Works fine, 
and some units operating on this principle 
are on the market. The pan goes in the 
system; an electric heating element does 
the boiling. Big trouble is that it takes a 
lot of kilowatts to evaporate enough water. 

In recent years the trend in evaporators 
has been toward units with lots of evapo¬ 
rating surface—stacked revolving disks or 
slowly rotating foam belts, most commonly 
—and forced-air circulation. 

• Second, atomization. A waterfall is 
nature s example. Dump a bucket of water 
on a rock, and millions of tiny particles fly 
into the air and stay there. Drop lots of 
water on lots of rocks and the air in the 
area is efficiently humidified. 

r 

You get the same effect with a spray 
nozzle. If the spray is fine, the particles 
are light enough to float and become air¬ 
borne. A lot of furnace humidifiers in the 
past worked this way. But they’re going 
out of favor. The centrifugal atomizer is 
now far more popular. Ol course, tech¬ 
nically, atomization is just another way to 
achieve evaporation, using mechanical en¬ 
ergy to break the water into fine particles. 

An atomizing system—either spray or 
centrifugal—can jam more moisture into the 
air than an evaporator. The more water in 
the air—the higher the relative humidity— 
the harder it is to evaporate more. Atom¬ 
izers, on the other hand, break up the 
particles mechanically and force them into 
the air without nature’s cooperation. Be¬ 
cause of their power to saturate, it’s a good 
idea to use a humidistat—a humidity con¬ 
trol—with an atomizing unit. 

How much humidity can you take? Heat¬ 
ing experts used to say 35 percent was 
enough. The recommendation has been 
creeping up, though. There’s some medical 
evidence to indicate that 50 percent or 
even more is best for health. And there’s 
no doubt that the higher the humidity— 
within bounds—the lower von can turn 

.ar 

down the thermostat. 

A good compromise might be to plan 


your system to deliver enough moisture to 
maintain about 50-percent humidity when 
the outside temperature is 30 degrees (ac¬ 
companying chart is based on this stan¬ 
dard). You can always turn it down if you 
get condensation on your windows. 

In extremely cold weather vou'll have to 
reduce the humidity to prevent condensa¬ 
tion in the walls. Most authorities agree 
that you shouldn’t try for more than 35 
percent at 20 degrees, 30 at 10 degrees, 25 
at zero, and 20 at 10 below. Best way to 
regulate the drop-off is automatically, with 
an outside thermometer hooked into the 
control system of vour humidistat. 

■f ¥ 

You probably won’t be able to hit the 
50-percent level at 30 degrees unless your 
house has a vapor barrier. Even without 
it, though, you’ll be able to improve hu¬ 
midity somewhat. You may find it worth¬ 
while to paint the inside of outside walls 
with a vapor-bafrier paint. 

Where to put the machine. Best place 
is in a warm-air system. It’s out of the way, 
there’s usually a water source nearby, and 
the humidified air is distributed evenly and 
quickly throughout the house. Most fur¬ 
nace-type humidifiers are made to go on 
the warm-air side—usually in the plenum. 
Some, however, go in a return-air duct. 

If vour home is heated bv some method 
other than warm air, you need a separate 
humidifier unit. You can buv one that rolls 

m 

anywhere (some are hooked up to the water 
supply, some need regular filling) or one 
meant for permanent installation. Some 
permanent humidifiers hang from the floor 
joists and spew humidified air up through 
a grill; others mount in a closet, a cabinet, 
or a utility room and humidify through a 
small opening in the wall. Such a unit, by 
the wav, can humidify an entire house effi- 
ciently, even though the source of all hu¬ 
midity is in one room. Moisture spreads 
through air far more rapidly than does heat. 

How much will it cost? There’s a wide 
variation. It depends on capacity, to some 
extent. But it’s rough to compare one make 
with another. Some rate in gallons per 
day, others in pounds per hour. Still others 
simply specify a unit as adequate for a 
given number of square or cubic feet. To 
confuse the situation further, capacity of 
evaporative types varies with conditions. 
They pump more water into dry air than 
into moist, and they’re more efficient at 
high plenum temperatures than at low. 
Gallons-per-day or similar ratings, conse- 
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What capacity do you need? 

Some humidifier manufacturers cite this 
rough rule of thumb: For a house of aver¬ 
age tightness, figure one gallon of water 
per room per day. While this will work out 
right more often than not, it can miss the 
mark widely. Here's a better way: 

1. Estimate cubic feet of heated space. In¬ 
clude closets, basement, attic if heated. 

2. Determine degree of tightness. Here 
are guide lines: 

• Loose—no insulation, weatherstripping, 
vapor barriers, or storm doors or win¬ 
dows. 

• Average—insulation in walls and ceil¬ 
ings, loose-fitting storm doors and win¬ 
dows, vapor barrier. 

• Tight—insulation in walls, ceilings; storm

doors and windows, weatherstripping. 

3. Pick capacity from chart. 

If you have fireplaces and use them fre¬ 
quently, add 25-percent capacity. That 
much moisture goes up the chimney. 


quently, don’t mean much unless condi¬ 
tions are given. 

Despite these confusing factors, there’s 
likely to he a rough correlation between 
the amount of moisture a unit can pump 
into the air and its price. Generally, hu¬ 
midifiers designed to take care of an entire 
house will run from $50 or so (although a 
tew go for less) to several hundred dollars. 

Installation, if you have it done, might 
run from $20 to $40. Best bet is to do it 
yourself. It generally takes a few hours 
and requires little more than cutting a hole 
in a warm-air duct and attaching the unit 
with sheet-metal screws. You supply water 
through a copper or plastic tube attached 
to a saddle valve on a nearby pipe. 

Biggest headache: mineral deposits. 
Most water has some mineral content—pri¬ 
marily calcium compounds, in an evapo¬ 
rator, the mineral stavs when the water 
goes. Resulting calcium deposits can clog 
the works. An atomizer also suffers from 
calcium deposits, and in addition sprays 
part of the calcium into the air with the 
water droplets. In areas of very hard wa¬ 
ter, calcium can settle out as a white dust. 

There are several ways of dealing with 
minerals. In an evaporator unit, it’s usually 
enough to drain and clean occasionally— 
check at least several times a season. If 
deposits are had, soak them off with a vine¬ 
gar solution. Instructions come with the 
unit. In verv severe conditions, buv a unit 
with an automatic pump that draws off 
some of the old water as it lets in new. 

A centrifugal atomizer will need occa¬

sional cleaning, too. If water is so hard 
that dust is a nuisance, the onlv solution is

a cartridge demineralizing system, or pos¬ 
sibly a unit designed to be installed in the 
return-air side of the furnace so that dust 
will be trapped in the furnace filter. Don’t 
confuse demineralization with water soften¬ 
ing. A softener simply exchanges sodium 
for the calcium. The water, in fact, will 
contain more sodium than it did calcium. 
Most manufacturers, consequently, specifi¬ 
cally warn against using softened water. If 
your water is very hard, you may be better 
off using an evaporator. 0T

switch tires every 6,000 miles, I left them 
alone for the test. When I returned with 
10,018 miles on the odometer, the front tires 
measured 7/32 and the rear 5/16. 

That wonderful feeling. That pretty well 
takes care of people’s fears. I can best sum 
it all up this way: Unless someone tells 
you that you’re behind the wheel of a front- 
wheel-drive car, you would never guess it 
from driving the Toronado. You are aware 
that something’s cockeyed only because 
your floor is as flat as a billiard table. No 
transmission hump, no tunnel. There’s a 
wonderful feeling of spaciousness. 

And after a short ride you know there is 
something exceptional about the engineer¬ 
ing and design. Many of the driving de¬ 
lights are not necessarily associated with 
driving the front wheels: First is the un¬ 
canny smoothness in the way the power 
comes on when you toe the accelerator. 
You feel no dramatic surge of power, but 
unless you watch the speedometer you’ll be 
doing 80 before you know it. 

Then there is the almost complete ab¬ 
sence of wind noise. Eliminating the vent 
windows (the Toronado lias a straight- 
through fresh-air system) helped here. 

The ride and handling have to be ex¬ 
perienced to be believed. On a dead-smooth 
boulevard, the ride is about what you’d ex¬ 
pect from a luxury car—pillow-soft like a 
Cadillac or Lincoln. But drive onto a much- 
repaired blacktop, and the personality of 
the suspension seems to change drastically. 
Where the softly sprung car would wallow 
dangerously and probably bottom on the 
hard bumps, the Toronado exhibits a tight¬ 
ly controlled suspension that absorbs wheel 
deflections and recovers immediately. You 
have the feeling of complete stability and 
control at high speeds. 

The crosswind problem. One of my pet 
abominations is the way most U.S. pas¬ 
senger cars behave in a strong, gusty cross- 
wind or when you meet a huge truck van 
at high speed on a two-lane road. How 
often have you flinched at the expected 
buffeting when you met an oncoming semi 
at 70 m.p.h.? You scarcely notice it in 
this car. 

Streaking across the South Dakota prai¬ 
ries, I noticed most of the cars I passed 
seemed to be having trouble staying in lane. 

We pulled into that famous oasis, the 
Wall Drug Store in Wall, S.D. I fell into 


conversation with a state trooper who saun¬ 
tered over for a closer look at the car. 

“How did she handle in those 40-m ile- 
an-hour gusts were having?” he asked. 

When I told him I hadn’t noticed the 
wind, he went on, “Glad to hear somebody 
is doing something about wind sensitivity. 
That’s about the biggest problem we have 
with Easterners who drive out here. Thev’re

not used to these crosswinds. I’ve often 
seen ’em lurch all the wav over into the 
opposite lane when a gust stops suddenly.” 

Complaint department. So I sound like 

a proud papa telling about his brand-new 
son and heir. Aren’t there any faults in 
this paragon? There are some. 

Functionally, the front bumper design is 
insane. It shares this monstrous affront to 
common sense with several Detroit cars 
this year. A massive, wedge-like projection 
on the sides would be murderous to a hap¬ 
less pedestrian unfortunate enough to step 
in its path. And it could easily hang up on 
a guard-rail post, turning an otherwise 
minor mishap into a disaster. 

The doors are about the widest you’ll 
find on any car. Ordinarily, this is great 
for access to the back seat, but just try 
getting out of the car when you’re angle- 
parked between other cars. And they 
haven’t solved the problem of reflections of 
the dash in the windshield that plagues 
nearly all modem cars. 

Trouble. We did have a breakdown. 
The car design was not at fault. Some booh 
failed to grease the outboard bearing on 
the left rear wheel. About two miles west 
of Twin Falls, Idaho, I heard the ominous 
squeak of dry metal rubbing. The odometer 
read 4,070. When I removed the dust cap, 
a load of chewed-up metal fell into my 
hand. 

The inner bearing race was galled to the 
spindle. It took a torch to remove it. The 
local Olds dealer had bearings in stock, 
but a new spindle had to be flown from the 
factory at Lansing. We lost three days. 
There was no hint of mechanical trouble 
for the remainder of the 10,000 miles. 

There’ll be some beret-and-muffler sports- 
car types who’ll sneer at the Toronado. 
They’ll feel betrayed by a car that makes 
the average good driver look like an expert 
in the turns—and does it in luxury and 
spine-caressing comfort. You just sit there 
and point it.

We, you add living area to your 
house, you'll probably have to add an extra 
circuit or two to your electrical system. 
You wire the new area bv “new-work'

methods before the wallboard goes up. 

If voitr municipality requires a wiring 
permit, you’ll probably need to know the 
load your new wiring may carry and wheth¬ 
er vour electrical svstem can take the 

^ r 

added wattage. The National Electrical 
Code gives the answers. 

Figure your new-circuit load by the 
Code's lighting-circuit rule. This calls for 
at least three watts for each square foot of 
living space. For example, multiply the 
480 square feet in a 16'-bv-30' attic by 
three and you get 1,440 watts. As a 15- 
amp fuse can take a load of 1,725 watts, a 
single 15-amp circuit does the trick. 


The rule changes if you’ll be using mo¬ 
torized gadgets. In starting, these use a 
lot more juice than the nameplate indicates. 
So you have to base your figuring on only 
80 percent of the circuit rating. This 
knocks the 1,725 down to 1,380 and rules 
it out for the 1,440 watts you need. Thus 
you have to settle for a 20-amp circuit with 
2,300 watts. (Eighty percent of this, 
1,840 watts, still leaves a good margin.) 
The larger amperage is better, anyway, 
if your system has enough extra load ca¬ 
pacity. 

To figure whether your house wiring can 
take an extra load, let’s say you have the 
now-common 100-amp service entrance (the 
rating of the lines coming into your house 
and fuse panel) and a modern batch of ap¬ 
pliances. You want to add a 20-amp cir¬ 
cuit for an attic-finishing project. Begin by 
adding up your present and planned watt¬ 
age load as shown on the next page. 


Four ways to mount wall boxes to the studs in new-work wiring 



Parallel two-by-fours be¬ 
tween studs provide a rigid 
support for an ordinary box. 
Adjust flanges so the box 
will be flush with the fin¬ 
ished wall. Use a right- 
angle connector on the box 
for an up or down cable. 



Buy a box with side 
bracket if you want to 
mount directly on a 
stud. You just nail it in 
place. This mount is 
quickly made. Bracket 
metal is thin and won't 
interfere with wallboard. 



NUTAND BOLT 



Steel supports be¬ 
tween studs, a 
standard electrical 
item, come in var¬ 
ious forms. You 
can mount sever¬ 
al boxes on them. 
Cable can enter 
from any direction. 


Wooden crosspiece 
nailed between the studs 
is also an acceptable 
method of mounting 
box. Run screws through 
back of box. Locate the 
crosspiece so front of 
box will come out flush 
with finished wall. 
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Running the electric cable is a breeze when 
you finish off an attic or make an addition 
to a house. You install the cables after the 
studding is in place and before the walls 
are covered. There are none of the “snak¬ 
ing'’ problems that you face in an existing 
structure. Here's how a typical job looks.

Both of the brackets shown above let you shift 
a box to any spacing you want between rafters. 
They are locked in position by tightening a nut 
inside the box from below. The tab on the bracket 
at center (not found on all brands) is designed 
to space the box so it will come flush with the 
ceiling. As the bracket at left is of fairly heavy 
strap metal, it's best to notch the bottom of the 
rafter so it won’t interfere with a wallboard-mount- 
ing job. You can bend the bracket slightly to bring 


the box down a little (after rafter-notching) so it 
will still come flush with the ceiling. A cross¬ 
piece supported on cleats provides a firm sup¬ 
port for standard heavy ceiling fixtures. Set the 
crosspiece so the box is flush with the ceiling 
surface after the wallboard is in place. If you plan 
to make or adapt a very heavy fixture, then provide 
support directly from ceiling framing. Such heavy 
fixtures must not be hung from a ceiling box. Most 
ready-made fixtures are light enough, however. 
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What you need to know to connect a new circuit 
to a typical three-wire fuse box

time. You omit the smaller 
one—in this case, the air con¬ 
ditioner. To top it off, only 
the first 10,000 watts need 
be figured at 100 percent. 
The Code lets you figure the 
rest at 40 percent. After all, 
when do you turn on all your 
lights and run all your appli¬ 
ances at once?

So you can add your 
new circuit with room to 
spare. The Code provides 
other figuring methods that 
may simplify the job in some 
instances. If you can t buy 
a copy from your electrical 
supplier, you can get one for 
Si from the National Fire 
Protection Assn., 60 Battery- 
march Street, Boston 10, 
Mass. 

How to wire a new circuit. 


Check wiring diagram pasted inside the fuse-panel door to see 
which fuses are on side of circuit supplied by red entrance wire 
and which ones are on black side. Usually they're in separate 
rows or groups. For a single circuit you can use a fuse terminal on 
either side plus a terminal on the neutral bar for your starting con¬ 
nections. Note that black wire from two-wire cable connects to 
the fuse terminal, even though the fuse may be on the red side of 
the entrance circuit. For a three-wire split circuit, you connect to 
one fuse terminal on the red side, one on the black side, and con¬ 
nect the white wire to the neutral bar. The red wire should connect 
to the red-side fuse, the black wire to the black-side fuse. 


To find how many amperes this total 
wattage represents, divide it by 230 volts 
(the overall voltage of your 115/230 ser¬ 
vice) and you get more than 172 amps. By 
ordinary arithmetic this would be a stag¬ 
gering overload lor a 100-amp service, but 
by Code figuring it isn’t an overload. 

First, you can figure the kitchen circuits 
at 1,500 watts apiece instead of 2,300, as 
experience shows they’re not likely to be 
loaded beyond that figure. Next, you can 
forget about the air conditioner. When a 
house has both heating and cooling units, 
they’re unlikely to be used at the same 


This job starts much more 
easily today than in the past, 
as practically all modern 
homes have one or more un¬ 
used fuse sockets in the panel 
to allow for future additions. 
The terminal screws are 
ready for you. If you have 
circuit breakers instead of 
fuses, you’ll find space for 
additional ones. Some types 
simply plug in. Buy them to match your 
panel and get installation instructions where 
you buy them. Most new homes now have 
three-wire (230-volt) entrance cables. 

First thing: Shut off the current at the 
main switch or by removing the pull-out 
blocks if you have that type of panel. Then 
take off the cover that carries the metal 
door. This may be held by several screws 
or a single screw plus a tab and slot ar¬ 
rangement. Inside most types there are 
still live parts exposed where the supply 
cable enters. Keep away from them. 
They re potentially lethal. 
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The easiest circuit to wire is a single one

A single circuit is easy to wire because you work 
with only two circuit wires—a black one and a 
white one (plus a bare grounding wire).

the incoming black wire connects to one of the 
brass terminal screws on the receptacle, the in¬ 
coming white wire connects to one of the chrome 
terminal screws. To continue wiring to the next 
outlet you just connect the wires of the outgoing 
cable in the same way—black to brass, white 
to chrome, and grounding wires to the box. 


How three wires work in a split circuit 

Study this schematic diagram closely and 
you’ll find that if you connect an outlet to 
white wire and black wire, or white wire and 
red wire you get 115 volts. If you connect 
an outlet to black wire and red wire you get 
230 volts. Where all three wires enter the B 
outlet box, you can make connections to the ■ 

receptacle so as to get whichever voltage ; 

you want. But never use a 115-volt receptacle ^ 
on 230 volts or vice versa. The slots for the p 
two voltages are purposely positioned differ¬ 
ently so you can’t accidentally plug in a 115- 
volt appliance on a 230-volt circuit. In most 
cases this would ruin the appliance in seconds.

Lead the three-wire split-circuit cable to the attic 
(or wherever your two circuits will be used), then 
separate the two circuits as shown at center above. 
Splice the incoming white wire from the three- 
wire cable to the white wires of the two two-wire 
cables. Then splice the black wire from the three- 
wire cable to the black wire of one of the two-wire 
cables. Splice the red wire from the three-wire 
cable to the black wire of the other two-wire 
cable. This is perfectly sound wiring practice from

the electrical point of view, as the red wire would 
be a black one anyway, if you were wiring a single 
two-wire circuit from the same fuse. A few local 
codes ban it simply because of the red-to-black 
splice. Some codes require you to paint the visible 
ends of the black wire red so you know it's spliced 
to the red wire. lt‘s easy to see why this system 
is the easiest three-wire split-up: Both circuits 
are easy to wire from the split-up point on; con¬ 
nections are simple two-wire work at all receptacles. 
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Using three wires, you can wire one outlet on one circuit, one on second 



Dividing the load: You can have one outlet box on 
one circuit, another on the other circuit by using 
three-wire cable all the way along. Do not break off 
the metal tabs that connect the twin terminals 
on each side of the receptacle. The incoming and 
outgoing white wires always connect to the chrome 
terminal screws. But at one box, the black wires 


connect to the brass screws, and the red wires 
(incoming and outgoing) are spliced together. At 
the next box you reverse the black-and-red pro¬ 
cedure, and connect the red wires to the brass 
terminal screws, splicing the black ones. Of course, 
you don't have to change at alternate boxes. You 
can group them any way to divide the load best. 


Panel internal layouts vary widely, but 
they all have the same important parts. 
The black wires that lead to the circuit 
cables supplying different parts of the 
house are connected to terminal screws at 
the fuse sockets. White wires from the 
same cables all lead to terminal screws on 
a single metal bar, called a neutral bar. 
The bare grounding wires from the cables 
connect to terminal screws in the metal box. 
In an old house, the grounding wires may 
be lacking in existing cables, but your new 
cable must contain one. You can use a 
self-threading screw in a drilled hole to con¬ 
nect the grounding wire to the box. 

If you are adding a 15-amp circuit, you 
can use cable with No. 14 wire. If you 
need 20 amps, the wire must be the slight¬ 
ly larger No. 12. Use the type of cable 
required by your local code, and be sure 
the connectors that attach it to the box are 
matched to it. Hold the cable in front of 
the box, along the course the wires will 
take inside so you can determine how much 
free-wire length you need to reach from the 
cable entrance to the terminals. Then, on 
nonmetallic sheathed types, slit and remove 
the outer covering and separate the wires. 
If the cable is a flexible armored type, cut 
the armor and slide it off to free the re¬ 
quired length of wire. Be sure to insert a 
fiber bushing in the cut end of the armor to 
protect the wire insulation. 


Arrange your wiring neatly inside the 
panel box from the terminals to the cable 
entrance. Then you can replace the cover. 
Don’t screw a fuse into the new circuit or 
connect a circuit breaker. This way, the 
circuit remains dead even though you turn 
on the main switch or replace the pull-out 
blocks. If there is any chance whatever of 
someone replacing the fuse while you are 
working on the wiring, do not make your 
fuse-panel connections until you come to 
the final step. 

If you are not absolutely sure you know 
how to make the connections, hire an elec¬ 
trician to do it. He can end the new circuit 
cable with a junction box near the panel. 
You can take it from there. 

If you need two circuits. In this case its 
best to add them in the form of a three- 
wire split circuit. A single white wire is 
shared by both circuits. This lets you use 
three-wire cable that contains a red wire, a 
black wire, a white wire, and a bare ground¬ 
ing wire. You connect the white and the 
grounding wire at the panel. But take a 
good look at your fuse panel and the wir¬ 
ing diagram inside its door before you con¬ 
nect the red wire and the black wire. 

NEXT MONTH: 

Installing Dimmer Switches 
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In a three-wire entrance, 
you'll notice that three large 
wires bring current into the 
panel: one red, one black, 
one bare. The bare one is 
the neutral that runs to the 
neutral bar, to which the 
white wires of the branch 
circuits are connected. The 
black wire leads to the plug 
fuses on one side of the box, 
the red wire to the plug fuses 
on the other. When you con¬ 
nect vour three-wire new- 
¥■ 

circuit cable wires, connect 
the red one to a fuse on the 
red side, the black one to a 
fuse on the black side. As 
the two circuits run through 
the same cable, they can he 
led to the attic with half the 
work. Very important: Be 
sure all white-wire connec¬ 
tions are clean and tight. 

In the attic or other new 
living area, the two circuits 
can he utilized in several 
ways. The simplest is to 
split them into two circuits 
at the first junction box, then 
wire with two-wire cable for 
each circuit.

Do not break out the tab 
between the two chrome screws. Be absolutely sure to break out the 
tab between the two brass screws. Then connect the incoming and 
outgoing wires as shown. This puts the two outlets in the duplex 
receptacle on different circuits. You can repeat the procedure at 
succeeding outlets if you want to, or switch to one of the other 
split-circuit arrangements shown in the other drawings.

The Magic Box

Here’s the next best thing to a padlocked 
and policed garage when it comes to dis¬ 
couraging a would-be auto thief. This sim¬ 
ple alarm—shown in action below—will stop 
cold all but the most hard-boiled car crooks. 

Heart of the alarm is relay RL3 (shown 
in diagram farther on). It locks when the 


alarm is triggered, and remains closed until 
either master-kev-operated switch SI is 
turned off, or the built-in batteries run down. 

When RL3 closes, it supplies current 
from the car battery to the horn-beeper and 
light-flasher circuit composed of relay RL5, 
lamps PL1 and PL2, and a conventional 
turn-signal flasher. The lamps act as a 
load for the flasher, allowing it to click on 
and off at normal speed. As the lamps 
blink on and off, RL5, connected in parallel 
with them, opens and closes, and supplies

bursts of current to beep the horn and flash 
the brake and license-plate lights. Also, 
relay RL4 closes and places a dead short 
across the ignition system, making it im¬ 
possible to start the car. 

What triggers the alarm? That depends 
on the position of function switch S3. In 
the “normal ’ position, opening a door or 
raising the hood will close contact switches 
that trip the alarm. 

The “rural” position prepares the alarm 
circuit for the occasions when you park in 


a really isolated—or unpatrolled—area, 
where there’s little chance anyone will no¬ 
tice a beeping horn or flashing lights, and 
where a thief might risk the time it takes 
to disable the alarm. 

Foiling him requires some skulduggery. 
The alarm circuit lets him break into the 
car and “jump” the ignition—but nothing 
happens until he steps on the accelerator 
and drives off. Then a time-delay circuit— 
relays RL1 and RL2—goes into action. Three 
minutes later—time enough to drive the car

An old automobile jack of the scissors type 
that is giving trouble often can be easily fixed. 
Usually, the trouble is caused by the wearing 
away of the female thread. Where this is the 
case, back out the male-threaded shaft, reverse 


the position of the nut, and screw the shaft back 
in again. Then spin on, next to the original nut, 
a new steel nut with the same thread and tack- 
weld them together. You’ll find your old jack 
working like new again. 



When cutting an old muffler away from an ex¬ 
haust pipe, there may not be room for a hack¬ 
saw. One solution is to make an oversize 
saber-saw blade: Break a hacksaw in a vise to 
get a 5" length, grind a shank on it to fit your 
saber saw. Slow the saw with a speed-control 
box if you have one in your shop. 
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An ordinary heat lamp can make all the differ¬ 
ence when you have to remove a carpet or floor 
mat that is cemented to the car. Hold the lamp 
so that it shines for a few minutes on each 
section before you lift it. The infrared heat 
will soften the cement enough for you to pull 
the floor covering free without damage.

Use any left¬ 
over aerosol spray paint you have around, and 
cover the gasket by spraying it straight down.

by three 3/2-hp. electric motors, each revers¬ 
ible so the sub can turn in its own length. 

The motors are located forward, one on 
each side. A third motor is behind the 
cockpit in the stern. They are operated 
through control-panel switches and any one 
can be used separately. The battery-pow¬ 
ered minisub motors run at 750 r.p.m. The 
sub has a top speed of 4¥i knots submerged 
and runs up to four hours continuously be¬ 
fore its batteries have to be recharged. Six 
guns mounted in front of the sub fire four- 
foot-long spears on compressed air. The sub 
operates down to depths of 200 feet. 

Klein also designed the sea tows. These 
are just under 10 feet long and are powered 
by battery-run, 3Jz-hp. electric motors. They 
support the upper portion of a skin diver 
who steers the contraption with flippers. 

When Bond discovers this formidable ar¬ 
ray of hardware, he calls for the head of his 
Q Branch to rush a shipment of counter¬ 
weapons. Most of these are off-the-shelf 
gadgets like the Heath marine radios and 
Voit skin-diving gear. 

But where the real thing doesn’t exist, 
props have to be created. The man who 
put together the nonmarine gadgetry in 
Thunderbolt is John Steals, the special-ef¬ 
fects genius of all the Bond movies. 

Grenades are old-fashioned. Stears came 
up with all the unique devices for 007’s 
Aston Martin in Gold finger, and has even 
added a few to the car, which is also used 
in the new movie. Stears says the gadgetry 
the late Ian Fleming used is old-fashioned. 
Thus, where Fleming used a hand grenade 
tossed into an open Volkswagen to kill 
SPECTRE agent Count Lippe, Stears 
adapted a rocket-firing, 120-m.p.h. motor¬ 
cycle to do the job in more spectacular 
fashion. 

Stears added four rockets, which cost 
about $10 each to make. He used a reg¬ 
ular artillery unit, ignited by a .38-caliber 
cartridge. The rockets actually detonate 
on contact. Two of the rockets contain 
napalm, and two ordinary black powder. 

Bond doesn’t get any underwater vehicles 
to battle SPECTRE, but Q delivers some 
other fascinating items: 

• A wristwateh Geiger counter to help 
Rond search for the missing H-bombs. 

• A pill-like transmitter that Bond swal¬ 
lows when he is trapped by SPECTRE in a 
sealed-off crater. The beam attracts a con¬ 


federate in a helicopter and guides him in. 

• A skyhook device, which is dropped 
bv the confederate to Bond. It’s a helium- 
filled balloon that pulls up a cable and bolds 
it aloft for the co-agent to catch in the 
chopper’s winch and thus hoist 007 to safety. 

• A rebreather. This cigar-shaped de¬ 
vice provides Bond with two minutes of 
emergency oxygen—enough to get him out 
of another tight spot. 

Only one of these devices—the skvhook— 
exists, but what Bond needs, Bond gets. 

Agent 007 also gets a unique self-pro¬ 
pelled underwater backpack on which two 
deadly impact-exploding spears are mount¬ 
ed. The pack consists of an aqualung with 
two tanks, plus a jet-propulsion unit. One 
tank provides air for breathing and firing 
the compressed-air spear guns. The second 
tank releases a pressurized liquid dye to 
make a screen for Bond. The spears have 
12-gauge shotgun-shell heads that explode 
on contact. 

Taking the action underwater. About 25 
percent of Thtmdcrball takes place under¬ 
water. It took about S45.000 worth of skin- 
diving gear to outfit the 45 skin divers for 
undersea fight scenes. Although much of 
the action is submerged, it’s easy to tell 
who’s who. The baddies wear black. Bond 
and his helpers wear bright orange outfits. 

A flotilla of 29 ships, ranging in size from 
small outboards to a British Navy cruiser, 
are used in Thunderball. The cruiser just 
happened to be in the Bahamas where the 
film was shot, so director Terrence Young 
decided to work it into a chase scene. 

At the climax of the film, SPECTRE fer¬ 
ries the H-bombs to the waters off Miami, 
where they are to be planted and set to 
detonate when the ransom deadline arrives. 

Rond leads his troops to intercept Largo’s 
gang. Ian Fleming had the good guys pop 
out of a nuclear sub. The movie producers 
use a more spectacular team of interceptors. 
They arranged to film the jumping exercise 
of 15 U.S. Air Force aquaparamedics—the 
same ones who assist in astronaut landings— 
from a height of 1.200 feet. When they hit 
the water, the scene cuts to the extras en¬ 
gaged in a tremendous underwater battle 
with the SPECTRE gang. 

We won t tell you the outcome. But you 
can be sure that 007’s zany world of gad¬ 
gets, girls, and vodka martinis—shaken, not 
stirred—will survive. HU

the amount of combustion-chamber deposits. 

Unfortunately, some multigrade oils failed 
to behave as predicted on the ASTM 
(American Society for Testing Materials) 
chart. Viscosity at 0 degrees was obvious¬ 
ly higher than the extrapolated figures 
had promised. In fhe absence of an accurate 
method of measuring low-temperature vis¬ 
cosity, engineers finally had to let the en¬ 
gine tell them how various lubricants 
performed in extreme cold. 

When engineers don't know how to mea¬ 
sure viscosity accurately and oil containers 
are mislabeled, what does the puzzled car 
owner do? 

A good starting point is the owner’s man¬ 
ual. Most auto makers recommend a 10W- 
30 lubricant for temperatures down to zero 
or even lower. When minimum tempera¬ 
ture consistently drops below 10 degrees, 
however, a 5W-20 will ease the load on 
the battery and starter. According to a 
Delco-Kemy engineer, changing from a 
10W-30 to a 5W-20 oil at minus 20 degrees, 
is equivalent to doubling the size of the 
starter motor and replacing your 11-plate 
battery with four huge 21-plate units. 

Just one word of caution: Some car fac¬ 
tories warn owners against driving at sus¬ 
tained high speeds (65 m.p.h, or more) 
when the crankcase is filled with SAE 
5W-20. HU 


North Dakota test findings 

Every year the State of North Dakota 
issues a report based on laboratory 
tests of petroleum products and anti- * 
freeze. The 1964 edition, published in 
May, 1965, shows viscosities of 57 dif¬ 
ferent brands of SAE 10W-30 oil. The 0- 
degree readings are obtained by extrap¬ 
olation, and figures ranged from 6,500 
SUS for Shell Super Premium to 15,400 
SUS for Wheat Belt HD All-Season. The 
SAE viscosity classification allows a 
minimum viscosity of 6,000 SUS and a 
maximum of 12,000 SUS at 0 degrees. 
Eight of the 57 oils tested exceeded the 
maximum permissible viscosity, but 
their labels still said 10W-30. 

Bulletin No. 143, published by the 
State Laboratories Department, Bis¬ 
marck, N. D., can be obtained for $2 
a copy.

gines would enable the sub to engage in 
silent warfare by gliding along the ocean 
bottom and maneuvering close to its prey. 

How it works. The simplest form of sea 
engine consists of two metal-plate elec¬ 
trodes mounted parallel to each other inside 
a rectangular chamber called a “cannula,” 
An opening at each end of the cannula 
permits seawater to flow between the elec¬ 
trodes. The cannula is mounted between 
the poles of a powerful electromagnet, so 
that the magnetic field is concentrated on 
the water between them. 

When alternating current is applied to 
the two electrodes, large numbers of ions— 
sodium and chlorine ions in seawater—are 
immediately attracted to the water between 
them. These ions attempt to move back and 
forth between the electrodes. Their indi¬ 
vidual magnetic fields (each ion is sur¬ 
rounded by its own tiny electromagnetic 
field) are repelled, however, by the power¬ 
ful external magnetic field. Many of the 
ions are thus forced to move sideways, 
away from the electrodes. As they move 
along, they drag water molecules with them, 
causing the water to move out of the can¬ 
nula. More seawater enters from the other 
opening, producing a continuous flow. 

Torpedoes and destroyers. There is 
every reason to believe that a sea engine 
will power a radically new type of torpedo. 
The ones were using now produce a rela¬ 
tively loud sound, giving an alert enemy a 
chance to duck. A somewhat slower fish, 
powered by a silent sea engine using high- 
capacity batteries, would change this. 

Highly specialized types of surface ships, 
such as the hunter-killer destroyers, could 
also profit from periods of silent running 
with sea engines. 

How about the pumping of blood—the 
application of the electromagnetic pump 
that Richardson and Cuba first set out to 
explore? Experiments are currently under 
way to use a modified sea engine to tempo¬ 
rarily replace the human heart during surgi¬ 
cal operations. Another model may one day 
be used to pump waste from a patient’s 
body during long operations. 

Fifteen years ago, a government report 
said: “Undersea warfare is . . . a deadly 
game of blindman’s bull, in which the win¬ 
ning side is likely to be that with the 
most acute hearing.” A footnote might add, 
“and the quietest engines.” HU

electrical charge in the battery. When all 
cells have been tested, check these points: 

1) If the s.g. readings of all the cells are 
above 1.225 corrected to 80 degrees F., 
and there is less variation than .025 between 
cells, the battery is probably okay. 

2) If the s.g. readings are less than 1.225 
for all cells and the variation between cells 
is greater than .025 gravity points, the bat¬ 
tery is either sol fated or has a short-cir¬ 
cuited cell. In this case, you will know 
whether the batterv can be saved onlv 
after it has been completely discharged 
and recharged. 

All set for charging. If you decide that 
vonr battery is all right, place it under 
charge. Take a complete hydrometer read¬ 
ing every hour until you reach a point 
where three consecutive readings show no 
change. This is an “equalizing charge.” 

Whenever a battery is on charge, the 
thermometer should be in one of the center 
cells and the temperature should be care¬ 
fully noted. Never allow the temperature 
to rise above 110 degrees F. On a charger 
equipped with a variable-rate control, low¬ 
er the charge rate if the battery threatens 


to overheat. Other chargers should be dis¬ 
connected, allowing the battery to cool. 

If your battery is in very bad shape, it 
should first be completely discharged. The 
simplest way to do this is to reconnect the 
battery and grind the starter as long as it 
will turn. Then place the battery on the 
charger and charge according to normal 
procedure. If you know the number of 
amp-hours your battery is rated at, you 
can calculate an approximate charging time 
by dividing that figure by your charger’s 
output. (A 55-amp-hour battery on a five- 
amp charger will take about 11 hours to 
charge.) The slower the charge rate, the 
easier it is on the battery, and the more 
thoroughly you will dissolve the sulfate 
that has collected. Generally a charge rate 
of five to seven amps per hour is ideal. 

If, after charging, the battery still shows 
a variation greater than .025 s.g. between 
cells, it probably won’t have the capacity 
for hard winter usage. But before getting 
rid of the battery, have a shunt-voltage test 
made of each cell at your service station. 
If the voltmeter shows less than 2.06 volts 
per cell and more than a .05-volt variation

between cells, the battery should be re¬ 
placed. 

A periodic check of your battery with 
the hydrometer should be made every four 
to six months for the surest protection 
against sulfation. Each time, the battery 
should be given an equalizing charge. 

Keeping it cozy. A battery that fails to 
start a car in cold weather should not be 
left in the car without protection. A dis¬ 
charged battery can freeze and crack. A 
battery charger that can be hooked up to 
the battery will provide enough warmth to 
protect it, in addition to giving it a boosting 
charge. If none is available, a trouble 
lamp suspended about three inches from 
the battery will give enough heat to keep 
the battery from freezing. A battery that 
has frozen several times has to be replaced. 

More-popular approaches to battery prob¬ 
lems in the winter, and particularly to cold- 
morning starts, are battery warmers and 
trickle chargers. The trickle charger pro¬ 
vides from one to two amps and helps 
keep the battery at peak performance. 
Battery efficiency drops at low tempera¬ 
tures. A warm battery on cold winter 
mornings not only gives more starting 


power, but enables the battery to take a 
charge from the car’s own generator sooner 
and with greater ease. There are battery 
warmers available that plug into 110-volt 
systems. These are handy and convenient- 
in stalled under or to the side of the bat¬ 
tery, they don’t have to be set up every 
time they are used. They sell for about $5. 

In the long run, the life of a battery de¬ 
pends on the quality that went into it. If 
you have to buy a replacement battery, 
look for the most recent advances: 

• Phenolic-impregnated, embossed cellu¬ 
lose-fiber separators with plastic rib protec¬ 
tion. They provide low internal resistance 
to assure high initial current at low tem¬ 
perature. 

• Heat-sealed plastic casings (polypropy¬ 
lene or polystyrene). They reduce the bat¬ 
tery’s sensitivity to low surrounding tem¬ 
perature and assure light weight. 

• Thin, pure-alloy lightweight grids with 
high anti-corrosive properties. They are 
more resistant to overcharging. 

But even these new wonders need care. 
Any battery will turn up its toes eventu¬ 
ally—some winter morning—unless you 
baby it.

movable) that sets the bed for stock 
thickness and depth of cut. The bed itself 
is a nicely machined casting. The four 
corners are supported by vertical screws 
synchronized by sprockets and chains. 

An easy-to-reach clutch handle is pushed 
down to throw out the feed drive while 
work is passing through. During four 
months of work with the tool I used this 
once—and then only because I deliberately 
did not observe the maximum depth-of- 
cut precautions to see what happened. 

If you put it on its own circuit, a one- 
horsepower motor will run the tool for 
normal home-workshop use. This means 
a slower rate of feed and lighter cuts, 
especially on hardwoods. But I upgraded 
the power to two horses and 220 volts. 
This handled all jobs within reason in hard 
and soft wood and most of the offbeat 
chores the tool can be used for. 

These offbeat operations may not interest 
all home workshoppers. It takes a little 
time to make the setups, and they're use¬ 
ful mostly for production runs. However, 
if you do want a mile or two of molding, 
this machine will produce it. You might 
make a buck or two in your spare time. 

The Belsaw planer can be set up to turn 
rough lumber into high-value moldings 
and trim merely by substituting molding 
knives for the planer blades, or by using 
the company’s multiple-pattern cutters. 

You can mount a saw on the shaft under 
the infeed table to rip boards up to 2U" 
thick- This means that you can rip, plane, 
and mold separately, or at the same time, 
on the same board. It produces finished 
special or standard shapes as if it were 
extruding spaghetti. If you want an idea 
of the savings you can enjoy from such 
a setup, all you have to do is check the 
price of some rough lumber, determine the 
amount of molding you can produce from 
it—and then check the prices on ready- 
made moldings at your local lumber dealer. 

Is it worth the cost? That depends a 
good deal on how much work you do. But 
it can’t all be judged on cost. I no longer 
have to compromise on stock thicknesses 
and I no longer have to scout around half a 
city to find a piece of V*" or %" stock. When 
I need it, I make it.

where), exterior drainage lines, and other 
cold-water lines outside the house (legal 
in noncode areas and in some localities 
with codes). In a number of unincor¬ 
porated areas, plastic pipe is being used in¬ 
side the home for drain, waste, and vent 
piping, as well as for cold-water and, in a 
few cases, hot-water supply lines. 

Wherever plastic pipe has bumped into 
local plumbing codes, it has met resistance 
even though a lot of technical data in its 
favor has been steadily built up over the 
last 30 years. 

Backing up its suitability are eight com¬ 
mercial standards on plastic pipe issued by 
the U.S. Department of Commerce, nine 
by the American Society of Testing Ma¬ 
terials, and one by the National Sanitation 
Foundation. (Be sure that plastic pipe for 
drinking water has the nSf seal on it.) 

The Federal Housing Administration 
permits polyethylene pipe for water-service 
lines outside the building, and both ABS 
and PVC drain, waste, and vent piping in¬ 
side a home financed under FHA. 

The big question. What can you do, 
right now, to take advantage of this proven 
material? 

Use it where von can around vour home. 

* * 

If you live in an area unaffected by codes, 
you’re free to use it anywhere. Refer to 
the chart for the type of plastic pipe rec¬ 
ommended for the job. The three types 
specified make up approximately 90 percent 
of all plastic pipe sold for home use. For 
the record, other types include acetals, 
butyrates, epoxies, chlorinated polyethers, 
fluorocarbons, nylons, polyesters, and poly- 
propylenes. Perhaps one or more of these 
will be in the forefront someday, but at 
present they represent only a fraction of 
the market. 

If your township, county, or city has a 
plumbing code, check it to see what you can 
and can’t do with plastic pipe. More and 
more areas are becoming receptive to it. 
(If it isn’t approved in your locality, per¬ 
haps you can help get it approved.) You 
won’t be alone in encouraging its use, or 
in using it yourself. 

In 1948, U.S. manufacturers of plastic 
pipe sold $500,000 worth of their product. 
Last year—1965—they sold $125 million 
worth. With people spending that kind of 
money for plastic pipe, the stuff must be 
okay. IHi

Use Report: The Topcon Auto 100

the Topcon Auto 100, has two things going 
for it that make it especially interesting to 
the amateur: It is the only one that can be 
fired automatically—setting its own aper¬ 
ture. And its price is extremely reasonable 
for a quality camera: $159. Other cameras 
with inboard meters cost from $269 to $519. 

I tried out the Topcon Auto 1O0 under 
the most pleasant imaginable circumstances 
—on a trip to Greece and Italy. The glaring¬ 
ly bright Mediterranean sun frequently al¬ 
most ran the meter off the dial. In most 
cases, the camera met the challenge of ex¬ 
treme brightness contrast magnificently— 
when its automatic feature was used with 
discretion. 

To shoot the Auto 100, all you need do 
is set the ASA dial for the film you’re using 
and set the shutter at a reasonable speed. 
Thereafter, for each shot, you merely focus 
and shoot. The camera meters each scene, 
decides what the aperture should be, and, 
just before the moment of exposure, closes 
down to that aperture. Shooting this way, 
on “automatic,” most of your pictures will 
come out first rate. The reason for the 
“most” is that the metering system averages 
out the light reading. If you photograph 
your wife on a hill against a bright sky, on 
“auto,” the meter, averaging the brightness 
of sky and subject, will come up with a 
reading that will leave your wife’s face un¬ 
derexposed. In cases like this, you must set 
the camera on “manual,” move in to take a 
reading close up, and shoot at that reading. 

How does the Topcon Auto 100 differ 
from the expensive inboard-meter cameras? 
You get shutter speeds from 1 second to 
1/500 (the others go up to 1/1,000). You 
get a leaf shutter behind the lens, instead 
of a focal-plane shutter. And there’s no 
switch to turn off the meter’s mercury cell 
and prevent battery drain when the lens is 
uncapped. 

Shooting is a pleasure with the camera. 
It feels good, the controls are handy (in the 
case of the lens-locking lever, too handy; 
your fingers can nudge it accidentally with 
horrifying results), the viewfinder is excep¬ 
tionally bright, and it loads and unloads 
easily (the frame counter resets automatical¬ 
ly). I used three of the four lenses made 
for the camera—the normal 53mm, the wide- 
angle 35, and the tele 100. All were sharp. 

All in all—a fine camera at an extraordi¬ 
narily fine price.

receptacles with break-out terminals. These 
have a little metal tab connecting the two 
chrome terminals together on one side, and 
a similar tab connecting the brass ones to¬ 
gether on the other side. Do not break off 
the tab on the chrome side. Hut be sure to 
break oft the tab on the brass side. Then 
connect the white wires to the chrome 
terminals. Connect the red wire to one of 
the brass terminals, the black one to the 
other. This puts one outlet in the duplex 
unit on one circuit, the other outlet on the 
other circuit. 

To continue on to the next outlet, you 
splice the red wire to the outgoing red 
wire, as shown in a drawing, and splice 
the black ones in the same wav. The bare 
grounding wires from all cables in all the 
systems are connected to the metal box. 
Caution: Never interconnect the red wire 
and the black wire, or any wires spliced to 
them. 

If you want both 120 volts and 240 volts 
available at the same outlet, you buy a 
special receptacle. One fits 120 volts, the 
other 240 volts only, 

of 

This type of receptacle usually has a 
chrome terminal and a brass one on one 
side, two brass ones on the other. The 
white wire connects to the chrome. The 
red wire usually connects to the brass on 
the same side. The black wire connects to 
the brass terminal on the other side. The 
second brass terminal on that side lets vou 

m 

continue to another outlet with the black 
wire. But you’ll have to splice the red. He 
very careful not to mix up your wiring. 

Use solderless connectors (also called 
wire nuts) to make all wire-to-wire splices 
throughout your work, eliminating the need 
for soldering. Buy these to suit the size 
and number of wires to be spliced. Sizes 
aren’t critical, as most will handle several 
different combinations. 

Attic wiring. The first step is leading the 
cable from basement to attic. You can 
snake it up inside a wall, through a false 
molding alongside door trim, or up through 
a closet, stapled to a closet wall. The last 
two methods are the easiest. If the attic 
isn’t floored, it’s easy to lead the cable 
where you want it.

through holes bored in them. Staples make 
fastening easier with BX, but straps are less 
likely to damage armorless nonmetallic types. 

If the attic has a subfloor, the cable can't 
be run crosswise of the joists without pull¬ 
ing up the floor, but it can easily be led 
parallel to them from its entry point to one 
side of the floor area. A hand-size hole 
above the entrv makes it easier to work 
the cable along, and another bole or two 
won t bother the finished floor. 

Wall boxes. If interior wall or ceiling 
framing is yet to be erected, you can termi¬ 
nate the wiring temporarily at a junction 
box from which it can be continued later. 
The Code won’t let you wall over the box 
or make it inaccessible. So vou may want 
to locate it where you can use a cover on 
it with an outlet, switch, or lighting fixture. 

Otherwise vou can close it with a standard 

# 

blank metal cover, and paint it to match 
the wall. Use a big box at this point to 
make splicing easier and avoid cramping. 
Good box sizes here are 4 " or 4 ll /u" 
square by IM" deep. When you're ready 
for wall switches or wall fixtures, pick boxes 
of 2 %" by 3" by 1 %". 


You’re allowed seven No. 12 or No. 14 
wires in these if there are no fittings like 
fixture studs or cable clamps and no de¬ 
vices like switches or outlets in them. For 
each of these you subtract one wire. So, 
with cable connectors instead of built-in 
clamps, and one duplex outlet, you can 
have six wires. (Bare grounding wires 
don’t count.) That’s enough for split-cir¬ 
cuit wiring with a three-wire cable coming 
in and another going out. 

You'll save work in mounting boxes if 
you buy them with integral mounting 
brackets and place them on framing mem¬ 
bers. If a box must be mounted between 
studs or joists, there’s a ready-made bracket 
for that. Be sure any bracket you use can 
be adjusted so the front edge of the box 
will come flush with the wallboard. A 
scrap of wallboard is your best gauge. 
Don’t use a piece with a tapered edge. 

For ceiling fixtures, standard 3/4" or 4" 
octagonal boxes are good because they’re 
more readily concealed by the fixture’s 
metal canopy, which fits against the ceiling. 
If the ceiling is low-density wallboard, the 
rules require you to cover the space from 
the inside of the canopy to the rim of the 
box with noncombustible material, such as 
sheet metal. HU

have an idea—no matter how nutty it seems 
to them—to send it to us. Maybe we’ve 
got an application for it. We don’t just 
make toys, you know, even though they’re 
our principal line. We’re branching out 
in a lot of ways, even into housewares and 
cosmetics.” 

“Who does the initial screening of this 
flood of suggestions?” I asked. 

“Ed Headrick—he’s in charge of research 
and development.” 

Headrick says, “We average 20 new ideas 
in the mail every day. If there’s any pub¬ 
licity about us, the number shoots up to 
50 or 100 or 150. Too many people, though, 
think we’d be interested in reviving some 
toy they used to play with as kids. That’s 
not true. We want the new and different.” 

“What’s the percentage of good ideas in 
a carload?” I asked. 

“Well,” said Headrick, “we have to re¬ 
view, say, 100 just to find one that even 
has interest. We have to look at 1,000 be¬ 
fore we turn up one that seems worth the 
cost of testing. We have to run through 
50 to 100 tests of different ideas before we 
come up with something as good as Super 
Ball. And all the time, of course, we’re 
developing ideas of our own—the whole 
company is attuned to that.” 

Keeping it bouncing. “Speaking of Super 
Ball,” I said, “I note that you say it’s ‘made 
of new, amazing Zectron.’ What’s that?” 

“It’s a secret mixture of man-made ma¬ 
terials,” Headrick told me, “but the name 
Zectron doesn’t mean a thing—it just sounds 
zingy, and Super Ball is certainly that.” 

“Have you ever had a flop?” I asked 
Knerr. 

“Oh, sure,” he said. “Were not perfect. 
Take Instant Fish, for example. We had 
the idea of marketing fish eggs that would 
hatch before the astonished eyes of people 
who bought them and put them in bowls 
of water. We’re always seeking what we 
call ‘the magical degree of amazement* in 
our products. We want people to exclaim,

with RL3 and the barrier strips. Use No. 
18 stranded, plastic-coated hookup wire for 
other connections. 

Mount two eight-terminal barrier strips 
on the outside of the minibox. Run wires 
from the numbered barrier-strip terminals 
(see diagram) on the circuit board to cor¬ 
responding terminals on the outside bar¬ 
rier strips. Use these terminals as con¬ 
necting points when you install the alarm 
in your car. 

Installation. Mount the alarm in your 
car’s trunk. Strap the unit down. Use No. 
12 stranded insulated wire to connect the 
alarm with battery and horn. Use No. 16 
stranded wire for other connections. Hook 
up as follows (numbers refer to terminals 
on diagram): 

• Terminals 1 and 2. Run a pair of wires 
to the normally closed contacts on a snap- 
action switch mounted on your accelerator 
linkage. You will have to choose the per¬ 
fect switch for your car, and find the most 
ingenious way to mount it. The switch 
contacts must close when the accelerator 
pedal is pressed down. 

• Terminals 1 and 3. Run pairs of wires 
to switches mounted on the hood-release 
mechanism and the front-door jambs. 

The hood-release switch contacts must 
close when the release lever is pulled. Use 
any suitable snap-action switch. 

The door-switch contacts must close when 
the front doors are opened. Don’t use con¬ 
ventional courtesy-light switches—one ter¬ 
minal of this type of switch is usually 
grounded to the car frame. Use any nor¬ 
mally closed pushbutton switch having two 
insulated terminals. 

• Terminal 4. Run a single wire to the 
breaker-point connection (primary) termi¬ 
nal on the distributor. 

• Terminals 1 and 5. Run a pair of wires 
to a mercury switch mounted on the trunk 
lid. Position the switch so its contacts are 
bridged when the trunk lid is raised. 

• Terminal 1. Run a single wire to one 
terminal of key-operated switch S2 (hid¬ 
den on car body). Connect the switch’s 
other terminal to the car frame. 

• Terminal 6. Run a single wire to the 
positive terminal of the car battery. 

• Terminals 7, 8, 9, and 10. Run in¬ 

dividual wires to the ungrounded termi¬ 
nals on the horn, right and left brake lights, 
and license-plate lamp. HU
